GETS PROMISE OF STEEL 


Fleet Corporation’s Needs Are 
Placed on Priority List with - 
Those of the Navy.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—As the first 
practical step in the drive to speed up 
ship production, Charles M. Schwab, the 
new Director of the FPmergency Fleet 
Corporation; will establish his headquar- 
ters in Philadelphia, as the centre of the 
steel shipbuilding region. He will take 
with him all of the division chiefs ot 
the Fleet Corporation directly connected 
with construction work, and about 1,500 
employes. 

Edward N. Hurley, Chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, and ad- 
ministrative head of the entire Shipping 
Administration, of which the Fleet Cor- 
poration is a part, will retain offices 
here, as will Charles-Piez, Vice Presi- 


j dent of the Fleet: Corporation. 


The operating department, which in- 
cludes agencies such as the Interallied 
Ship Control Committee, which directs 
the uses to which ships shall be put, 
will gradually be removed to New York 
City. The Ship Control Committee, of 
which P. A. S. Franklin is chairman, 
already has offices there. Mr. Franklin 
will soon be joined by Edward F, Carry, 
Director of Operations, and his staff. 

It is believed that the adoption of this 
general policy Will bring about the most 
effective administration in all directions, 
It is probable that the division in charge 
of housing will be moved to Philadelphia 
and: be under the direction of Mr. 
Schwab. In that event there will remain 
in Washington division chiefs and em- 
ployes to the number of about 1,500. 


Plans for-the construction of a $5,000,-: 


000 permanent home for the Shipping 
Board and the Emergency Fleet Cor- 
poration here have been temporarily 
abandoned because of the new plan ot 
decentralization which has been adopted. 
In announcing the changes Chairman 
Hurley made this statement: 

“It is obviously the part of wisdom 
to bring the directing mind and guiding 
hand of the construction program into 
close and permanent touch with the 
ectual work going on in the shipyards. 
Nearly 50 per cent. of the work now in 
progress is within a.short radius of 
Philadelphia, and there the principal of- 
fice of the Director General of the 
Emergency Figet Corporation will be 
located. He will have ample quarters 
and the heads of departments, with their 
clerical staffs, who are identified with 
the construction work, will be trans- 
ferred from Washington to Philadelphia. 

‘““Mr, #@Schwab desires this, and is 
confident it will bring about a great 
quickening in the @rogram of the work. 
It will permit a prompter solution of 
all practical problems as they arise, 
and in addition, by his proximity to the 
scene of actual aperations,.he can main- 
tain constantly his appeal for the great- 
est degree of co-operation and effort on 
the part of our building forces."’ 

Contracts Call for 4,364,202 Tons. 

There are in the New York, Baltimore, 
and Delaware River districts, of which 
Philadelphia is the centre, seventeen 
yards with ways for 165 steel ships and 
forty-six! wooden ships. Contracts, 4in- 
cluding those requisitioned and lét by 
the Fleet Corporation, call for an out- 
put of 4,364,202 tons. Throughout the 
country .there are 730 ways, of which 
398 are for steel ships. 

Mr. Schwab will direct all of this con- 
struction work ftom Philadelphia. He 
wilt probably confer with Chairman 
Hurley and Mr. Piez in Washington at

A Black Day for the Enemy. 


It was a black day for the enemy 
yesterday all along the line of his 
attack between Robecq and Given- 
chy, and especially at the southern 
end by Givenchy itself, where he 
made desperate efforts to gain Brit- 
ish defenses on the high ground 
there. 

-In my first account yesterday I 
described how he flung five hours 
of bombardment on the British lines 
—the noise of it and of the answer- 
ing guns was stupendous when I 
went up that part of the country- 
side—and how hg then attacked in 
heavy strength, bette repulsed al- 
most everywhere with staggering 
losses. 

At the end of the day all his ef- 
forts ended in bloody failure, in spite 
of the daring and courage of his 
troops, who sacrificed themselves un- 
der the British fire, but- were only 
able to gain a few bits of trench 
work and one or two outposts below 
the fortified -works at Givenchy, 
which are quite useless to them for 
immediate or future use.- 

It was a big attack, for which they 
had prepared in a formidable way. 
After the shock of their repulse by 
the Lancashire men of the 55th Divi- 
sion, which I described in detail, they 
increased their strength of heavy 


‘| artillery by three times. bringing up 


large numbers of howitzers, includ- 
ing eleven-inch monsters.

One 
battery of trench mortars did most 
deadly execution until their pits were 
surrounded, and only two of their 
crews were able to escape. 

The maehine gunners fought out 
in the open after some of their posi- 
tions had been wiped out by gun- 
fire, caught the enemy waves at 
fifty yards’ range, and mowed them 
down; but the enemy was not 
checked for a lorig time, despite his 
losses, and when one body fell an- 
other came up to fill its place and 
press on into any gap that had been 
made by their artillery or their own 
machine gun sections.

tight corner, but did not yield, arid 
finally after hard fighting cleared 
the ground about them. ~ 

Meanwhile further south some 
Lancashire troops on the canal lost 
some parts of their front line under 
an intense bombardment, but still 
fought on in the open, repulsing 
every effort to drive them back and 
smashing the enemy out of their po- 
sitions so that only remnants of the 
German outposts clung on until late 
last night, up to which time there 
was savage strife on both sides. 

Headquarters Staff in Fight. 

At one time, I hear, there was 
fierce hand-to-hand fighting around 
one of the British battalion head- 
quarters to which the ‘Germans had 
penetrated, and a gallant and suc- 
cessful defense was made by the 
servants and staff. | 

Elsewhere in yesterday’s battle 
Welshmen fought stubbornly and 
with the greatest gallantry in hours 
most critical for British ‘success. 
Along this line they were fighting 
in small parties, holding on to isolat- 
ed bits of ground and rallying to 
counterattack when the enemy got a 
footing in the forward lines. The bat- 
tle spread up northward over a wide 
front, and on another sector of the 
line some of the English battalions 
engaged the enémy’s masses and de- 
stroyéd them so utterly that at the 
end of the day they had gained noth- 
ing after terrible casualties on their 
side. 

Part of this fighting was around 
the farm called Riez du Vinage, 
where a day or two ago, as I record- 
ed, some British troops made a dash- 
ing attack ‘and captured prisoners 
and machine guns. The attack north 
of Givenchy was at a different time 
from that down south. It began at 
4 o’clock in the morning, took’ place 
in half darkness, and was all over 
by 7 o’clock, when the German troops 
were beaten and demoralized by the 
severity of their losses.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—An- 
nouncement was made by the Italian 
Embassy today that Italian troops had 
been sent to France and would soon 
be engaged in battle on the French 
front. In making the announcement 
the embassy gave out a wireless mes- 
sage which it had received from Rome 
saying that Italian Premier Orlando 
had anneunced the fact at the opening 
of Parliament. The news that Italian 
troops were in France came as a sur- 
prisé only to those who had not for

jan réinforcements to France. 

This has been done in: accordance 
with the plan ‘of the Entente War 
Council at Versailles to treat the en- 
tire western front as an entity, from 
the Channel to the Adriatic, and to 
employ all the energies of the four 
ieading allied nations wherever they 
may be most needed or best used. 
This joint use of the British, French, 
‘American, and Italian forces under 
the supreme direction of General Foch 
has developed a greater flexibility in 
the use of the troops of these four na- 
tions, and is expected from now_on to 
have a most important bearing on 
plans now being shaped for taking the 
offensivé away from the Germans at 
the proper moment. 

The embassy’s announcement today 
fully confirms the Washington dis- 
patch printed in THE NEw York 
TimEs on April 5, in which it was as- 
serted that Italian troops had been 
sent to France for use as part of the 
great interallied army commanded by 
General Foch. In that dispatch the 
statement was made that “the re- 
serve army of the Allies, which was 
decided uptm by the Entente War 
Council at Versailles, is composed of 
units from the armies of all the allied 
nations represented along the western 
front,” and also that “ it not only em- 
braces many thousands of British and 
French soldiers, but contains large 
Italian contingents,” besides the 
American forces placed at the disposal 
of General Foch when he accepted 
General Pershing’s offer-of American 
men and resources. 


“Now Forming the Right Wing.” 


The message received by the Italian 
Embassy today runs as follows: 

“At the opening of the Parliament 
today, Premier Orlando announced 
that the Italian Army is now forming 
the right wing of the united army in 
France, and that shortly Italian regi- 
ments will be engaged in battle on the 
French front. 

“The announcement created the 
greatest enthusiasm in the Chamber, 
Socialist Deputies joining in a great 
ovation for the French, British, and 
American armies. 

“The Italian public received the 
news with great satisfaction and 
pride, as every one is proud that the 
Italia nsoldiers will have an oppor- 
tunity of showing their valor along- 
side the French, English, and Amer- 
ican troops. 

“It is considered that the unity in 
the military operations will involve 
the greatest possible political and 
moral unity among the four great 
powers during and after the war. 

“Many officers and soldiers are 
asking to be incorporated in the reg- 
iments sent to ‘France.”

22 AMERICANS KILLED 
' FIGHTING WITH CAREY 


Pershing Transmits Reports Show- 
ing Our Engineers Were in 
Battle Thirteen Days. |

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Secretary 
Baker made public today a cable re- 


port from General Pershing, disclosing 
the importance of .the role played by 
units of American engineers in the 
battle of Picardy, and showing that 
for: the period of thirteen days covered 
by the report these forces were almost 
continuously in action. They were 
among the forces hastily gathered by 
General Carey to stem the German 
advance. 

The Americans were in the very 
thick of the hardest days of the great 
German drive, and the report from 
General Pershing embodies a commun- 
ication from General Rawlinson, Com- 
mander of the British Fifth Army, in 
which the latter declared that ‘* It has 
been largely due to your assistance 
that the enemy is checked.”’ 

General Pershing’s report covers the 
fighting period from March 21 to 
April 8. The former date marked the 
beginning of the Hindenburg offensive 
along the whole front from La Fere 
to. Crotsilles. It shows that while 
under shell fire the American engineers 
destroyed material dumps at Chaulnes, 
that they fell back with the British 
forces to Moreuil, where the commands 
laid out trench work, and were then as- 
signed to a sector of the defensive line 
at Demuin, and to a position near 
Warfusee-Abancourt. 

During the period of thirteen days 
covered By the report ‘the American 
engineers had two officers killed and 
three wounded, while twenty men were 
killed, fifty-two were wounded, and 
forty-five men were reported missing.

General with French Forces

TH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 


Aptil 19.—In the thick gray, cheer- 


less dawn of yesterday the French 
left wing, lying across the Avre from 
northeast to southwest before the 
villages of Thennes, Hailles, and 
Rouvrel, attacked after a sharp bom- 
bardment of the German positions, 
and in three hours they carried the 


line forward on a four-mile front 
about a mile on the left and a mile 
and a half on the right. 

It was only q small operation com- 
pared with those going on in she 
north, but {it was admirably carried 
out and it markedly improves the sit- 
uation on the Avre and the two roads 
to Amiens between It and the Somme. 

On the left it carries the French 
out of the deep cup, where the Luce 
joins the Avre on to Hig 63, se 
strengthening the sharp salient of 
Hangard. At the centre the French 
are now on the verge of’ Castel Vil- 
lage, and on the right they are half 
way between Rouvrel and Moreuil at 
Anchine Farm and on Hill 104. All 
the Avre crossings up to Moreuil are 
thus completely dominated. 

During the morning a heavy Scotch 
mist settled upon the plateau and val- 
leys and in the afternoon condensed 
into a bitterly cold drizzle. Half a 
mile away the front was completely 
veiled, only the high crests and the 
avenue of trees along the Chaulnes- 
Amiens high road standing out against 
the sky and the spires of village. 
churches, pointing out of the fog. 

Splashes of flame along the hillsides 
registered the strength of the French 
artillery, and many doomful days have 
passed since I last heard so heavy a 
cannonade. The German reply was 
comparatively feeble, but this fact 
does not mislead any one on the spot. 

This salient on the Avre is the fur- 
thest thrust westwagd the enemy has 
made in France or Belgium. It is at 
the junction of von der Marwitz’s and 
von Hutier’s armies, and they. hold it 
in great force. Most of these are good 
troops, and nearly all of them are 
fresh. The battle at the south of the 
Somme, therefore, is certainly not Sta- 
ished. 

‘ Certain of Victory.

The 
French jin the course of numerous en- 
gagements in this district have greatly 
improved their positions, and have not 
been deceived by the attempted diver- 
sions of the enemy. _ 

The battles in the neighborhood of 
Hangard Have been of a fierce descrip- 
tion, involving hand-to-hand fighting in 
the streets and inside houses. The 
village itself has changed hands several 
times, but is now firmly held by the 
¥rench, who throughout the determined 
onalaughts of the Germans have dis- 
played great bravery. The Germans 
have lost large numbers of men, their 
dead lying about everywhere. A con- 
siderable number of their men have been 
forced to surrender. 

Since April 12 there have been repeated 
small attacks by German shock troops.

‘NOTHING NEW,’ SAYS BERLIN. 


Capttire of 1,600 British in Thurs- 
day’s Fighting Claimed.

We have taken over 
1,600 prisoners. 

The increased artillery activity’ on 
the ‘Avre during the last few days 
was succeeded yesterday by strong, 
deeply ranked French attacks against 
Morisel and Moreuil. On both banks 
of the Avre, through the Senecat 
Wood and on both sides’ of the Ailly- 
Moreuil road attacking »waves in 
close formation were thrown several 
times against our line, but in vain.

Official reports from both London and Berlin agree that fhe battlefront on the Lys remained virtually unchanged 
yesterday, with a very evident lull in the operations. 
British positions at Caudéscure; north of Mepvillé, were subjected to a heavy shelling, while British (and presum- 
ably French) guns paid attention to the German troops and transport moving along behind the battlefront. 
Accumulating repofts go to show that the German assault Thursday upon the front from. Givenchy to St. Venant 
Field Marshal Haig indicates that the Germans made only small gains in com- 
parison with the power of their effort. Bridges which were thrown by the enemy across La Bassée Canal, notably 
near Hinges, have been destroyed, arid somé ground west of Robecq, which was lost, has been recovered. 

Mont Kemmel (west of Wytschaets), on thé northefn flank of the salient, is evidently the one great target'of the 
German command in that area. Unoffictal dispatches intimate that the enemy is trying to bring up more heavy guns 
in the hope of enfiladihg the British positions there. 
The solid line represents the battlefront before the present offensive began on April 9 and thé broken line the ap- 





Several days ago thére was commented 
upon in this column the apparent dis- 
parity if numbers between those which 
we have been led to believe were in 
France and those actually there. In a 
sense this applies equally! well to both 
the Allies and to Germany. It was 
stated that the Germans had about 200 
divisions of about 13,000 men each. This 
would give the Germans a strength, then, 
of 2,600,000 men. This, of course, is the 
divisional strength alone, and does not 
include many other troops which are 
actually there. For example, the corps 
artillery is an entirely different thing 
from the divisional artillery, and is con- 
sequently not included. Again, there are 
also strong forces of pioneers, of com- 
missary men, engagéd in feeding the 
troops; in the Quartermasters’ Corps, 
engaged in furnishing clothing and sup- 
plies other than ordnance; the transpor- 
tation men, in charge of tailroads and 


izations, the hospital corps, and what is 
generally and not very definitely desig- 
nated as the army service corps. 

These make up an aggregate difficult 
to conceive unless we remember the size 
of the forces in the field and the great 
quantity of materials of all kind in- 
volved. While the divisional forces of 
Germany aggregate over two and a half 
million, the actual enlisted force, in the 
field is much nearer four million than 
three. The same proportions exist in the 
army of the Alliés. The discrepancy in 
strength, then, between Germany’s fight- 
ing strength and the number of men she 
is supposed to have in France is more 
apparent than real. 

As to the Allies, the puzzle still exists. 
Some injustices have nevertheless been 
done in recent criticism which it is well 
to clear up. In the case of England, no

account has been paid to casualties. 
This is in a way the fault of the Brit- 
ish Government, which has never sup- 
plied us with up-to-date data. But it is 
nevertheléss true that during th¢ year 
1917 the British ca#sualties were nearly 
500,000 more than those of the French. 
This was due to the great amount of 
heavy fighting on the British front dur- 
ing the year and the relative inactivity 


of the French. The French had but one ‘4 


big engagement, that of General Nivelle 
in thé early part of the year, which was, 
however, frightfully expensive. After 
that all other operations. were purely 
local in nature. ‘ * 

The British, on the other hand, were) 
engaged most of the fighting year. 
First there was the fight at Arras, and 
later the continuous operations along 
the Passchendaele Ridge. This fighting 
was particularly severe, the British los- 
ing in one month alone 27,000 men killed. 
Again, in compartng the number of 
miles héld in France by the British and 
French, respectively, there is very good 
reason why the total number of miles 
held by the British have been a0 few as 
compared with those held by _ the 
French. In the first place, most of the 
heavy German concentrations have been 
along the line held by the British, so 
that it would have been inexpedient to 
reduce the number of men per mile of 
line. Again, the front held by the 
Prénch is partly held very lightly, due 
to the nature of the ground. This front 
is that from Pont-a-Mousson to the 
Swiss frontier. Indeed, on parts of this 
front there is but little more than a se- 
ries of outposts. The line can be crossed, 
once the heavy Vosges Mountains are 
reached, in very few places, and these 
are well-established and _ definitely 
marked gaps. It is but necessary to 


ion 


guard strongly the gaps themselves 
while manning lightly ae remainder of 
the front: 

‘It is to be hoped that more definité 
figures will soon be available so that 
the situation may be made more clear. 

The matter of the reserve army or the 
army of manoeuvre is still in the air. 
There is not a great deal that oan be 
said. In this connection, however, it 
must be remembered that the French, 
up to the present battle, have not really 
been in action as an army since the 
early part of 1917. There are, then, a 
great many French divisions which are 
absolutely fresh, divisions composed of 
vetérans, well trainéd and well seasoned. 
It has indeed been stated on good au- 
thority that there is a French army of 
half a million men who have not been 
in action for fifteen months. There is 
certainly nothing in the fighting which 
would negative this idéa. 

The Germans are apparently held in 
a rigid vise of the allied lines in Flan- 
ders, ‘and, although they have been 
striking first at one side and then at 
the other, with huge humbers and with 
an air of desperation, they have as yét 
made no impression on the new posi- 
tions. If this army of reserve did exist, 
it is exactly what they would be per- 
mitted to.do. The more they attack, 
assuming that the allied lines stand firm, 
the better we are off, as the more of 
them will be killed and the less we will 
have to deal with when we get rene to 
deliver the final blow. 

‘Altogether, the situation is more 
cheerful than it has been for some days 
—at any time, indeed, since the battle 
began. The German situation in the 
new salient ‘is exceedingly uncomfort- 
able, and there is no apparent ability 
to better’ it.

CANADA TO CALL OUT MORE. 


Man-Power Bill, Abolishing Exemp- 
tions, Passes Parliament. 


OTTAWA, April 19.—The Government 
man-power resolution, which abolishes 
exemptions urider the Military Service 
act in the ages specified and gives the 
Minister of Militia power to call men to 
the colors as necessity demands, passed 
both houses tonight, being carried in 
the Commons by a vote of 114 to 65. 

The passage of the measure will be fo 
lewed by the calling to the colors of all 
unmarried men and. widowers without 
children between the ages of 20 and 22 
years, inclusive, and if enough men are 
not obtained in this call those between 
19 and 28, unmarried, or widowers with- 
out children, will next be called. 

The chief objection to the measure 
offered by the opposition was that it 
was going to: deplete the ‘farms when 
greater production was only secondary 
to the need of men/‘as a military neces- 
sity. 


Won't Save English Girl. 
GENEVA, April 19.—When Miss Edith 
Cavell was executed in Belgium by the

AMSTERDAM, April 19.—Is Kthl- 
mann going to resign? The Rheinische 
Westfalische Zeitung gives prominence 
to a message from Berlin dealing with 
the question.

observers think that, he will go when 
the Rumanian peace is definitely settled, 
while others express the view that his 
resignation will take place before that 
event. 

Expressions of opinion, the Zéitung 
says, are heard in Wilhelmstrasse ‘‘ ré- 
garding the half-measures evident in the 
eastern peace conditions, and Ktihimann 
has shown little ability in dealing with 
Oriental matters. He went to Buchar- 
est with optimism which has not been 
realized, and this has brought about a 
great deal of deception, not only in the 
public mind, but also in official circles. 

“It may be said} too, that Kihl- 
mann himself holds the belief that for 
the settlement of Western problems he 
is not the right man in the right place. 
He is not opposed to the view that 
military and political events have made 
the Reichstag peace resolution of July 
obsolete, and he would doubtless agree 
to the new demands of the day, but 
people in his circle believe that he 
would face the solution of Western 
questions only half-heartedly.” 

The sending of Helfferich to Bucha- 
rest shows, the Zeitung article adds, 
that the Government does not believe 
that Ktthlmann can settle matters in 
the Near East without help.

Germans Rely on Burian.

THE HAGUE, April 18.—The annexa- 
kionist Cologne Volkszeitung expresses 
marked satisfaction with the nomination 
of. Baron Burian as successor to Count 
Czernin. The paper reviews Burian’s 
career as Austro-Hungarian Foreign 
Minister in 1915 and 1916, and says it 
. was largely due to his influence that 
Bulgaria became the Central Powers’ 
ally. It asserts that he was also respon- 
sible for the breaking of Austria’s rela- 
tions with America and the recalling of 
Dumba, and that his words in the Sum- 
mer of 1916 in the Hungarian Parlia- 
ment are still true: “The ajm of our 
war is the most rapid possible achieve- 
ment of a victorious peace.” ~ 

Russia. has been crushed since these 
words were spoken, the Volkszeitung 
continues, and the Entente is now hard 
pressed on the western front, so that 
doubt no longer exists as to whether a 
strong, victorious peace can be demand- 
ed. 1t further says that Emperor 
Charies has just manifested Austria’s 
intention to fight on until the bitter 
‘end, , ‘ 

“*The nomination of Burian,” it re- 
marks, “can only be considered as 
strengthening these ideas and aims.” 

The paper says that Burian’s former 
policy. was in full agreement with Ger- 
Yhany and that he belongs to the school 
of Hungarian statesmen who follow in 
Andrassy’s footsteps and who see in 
the German alliance fundamental Euro- 
pean political needs. Every one who 
believes in this policy, it says, will re- 
joice at Burian’s nomination at the pres- 
ent juncture, and the German Empire 
can feel confidence in the loyalty of his 
policy toward the alliance. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung remarks on 
the wnexpected rapidity with which 
Czernin’s successor was chosen. It 
says that Burian’s former dismissal was 
a link.in a chain of remarkable changes 
upon which the young monarch insisted. 
The paper finds little difference be- 
tween Czernin’s and Burian’s policies. 
It declares that a deviation from Aus- 
tria’s basic policy is not imaginable, 
and .that Burian is a disciple of the 
German alliance and of a peace of un- 
derstanding, but that his ideas on 
Poland differ slightly from those of 
Czernin. : 

A Vienna telegram to the Frank- 
furter Zeitung says that there is great 


excitement over Czernin’s resignation, 
as he was extraordinarily popular, and 
leading circles do not yet understand 
the importance of this step, and that 
the résults will probably be felt only 
later. It is reported that both Prince 
Hohenlohes will resign. 

The view is taken in Vienna that 
Burian’s nomination shows that Tisza 
and Andrassy were disinclined to leave 
Budapest at present, when important 
decisions are expected there. 


Pledges Faith te Germany. -: 


AMSTERDAM, April 19.—The German 
Chancellor, Count von Hertling, has re- 
ceived a telegram from Baron Burian 
announcing his appointment as Austro- 
Hungarian Foreign Minister and request- 
ing the same trust and consideration as 
his predecessor enjoyed. 

“The consolidation and_ strengthen- 
ing of the ‘well-prqved alliance with 
Germany has’ always formed the basis 
of my political efforts,’’ Baron Burian 
adds. ‘‘I ghall regard it as my fore- 
most duty to continue to build on this 
unshakable foundation.”’ 

The Baron expressed the hope that, 
in co-operation with the Chancellor, he 
will be able at a time not too far dis- 
tant to Jead the Central Powers to ‘a 
just and honorable peace.”

Gustav Noske, Socialist, while urging 
no cessation of U-boat warfare and 
agreeing that he confidently expected a 
favorable, issue of the war, said that 
nevertheless the Reichstag should ad- 
here tc its idea of ending the war by 
understanding. He warned the commit- 
tee not to expect too much from the U- 
boat, because Great Britain would offer 
tenacicus resistance in order to main- 
tain her’ position as a world power. 

Dr. Wolfgang ‘Kapp, Conservative, 
said that the direct effect of the U-boat 
war was that Japan had not intervened 
with a big army. He said that U-boat 
building must be hastened without re- 
gard to the end of the war.

100,000 German Shells in Last

PARIS, April 19.—Rheims, which has 
been on fire for a: week, is now nothing 
but a great pile of smoking ruins. 
During the last week the Germans 
have fired. more than 100,000 shells into 
the heart of the city, according to the 
correspondent of the Matin, and flames 
from the burning buildings can be seen 
by aviatoys sixty and seventy miles 
awey. 


There are no traces of streets and 


.thoroughfares, which have disappeared 


from view under the accumylation of 
débris. Ancient buildings in the Place

Federal Bank Gives Out Data for 
Second Liberty Loan.

PARIS IS BOMBARDED 


‘| AFTER TWO DAYS’ PAUSE 


Exact Position of- German Gans 
Found, It Is Said, and Coun- 


termeasures Begun. 


PARIS, April 19.—The long-range 
bombardment of Paris was resumed this 
evening. 


Special Cable to THE New YorK Tims. 

P4RIS, April 19.—Paris whs speculat- 
ing this morning as to the reason why 
there had been no bombardment of the 
city for more than two days. The ex- 
planation given by one of the news- 
papers this afternoon is that the French 
artillery has now definitely located the 
position of the German guns and found 
means to counterattack the monster bat- 
tery in a way which has already given 
good results. It is believed here that 
the operation of the guns has been very 
seriously restricted. 

It is now stated definitely that the 
position’ of the ‘‘ Big Berthas,” as the 
German guns are called here, has been 
found by means of a calculation of the 
distance traveled on the basis of the 
sound of the discharge. 

The system of detection by sound, as 
explained by Charles Nordmann in the 
Matin, is based on observations made by 
two observers located some hundreds of 
yards apart. The two.are connected 
by telephone and each is supplied with a 
time-recording apparatus, so that the 
difference in the time at which each 
hears the report can be noted. 

If observer A hears the report three 
seconds before B it is evident that the 
gun must be a kilometer néarer A than 
B, since sound travels at the rate of a 
third of a kilometer per second. Observ- 
er A then draws a series of concentric 
circles on a map, ‘beginning with a 
radius of a kilometer from his station 
and widening out with successive circles 


each hundred yards of greater radius. 
B makes a similar series aroun 
station, but begins with a circle of two 
kilometers’ radius, since the report 
showed the gun nearer A t hal 
Bach of the first series of cl ci will 
abut each of the second, and i ri th 
points of intersection are united by Ss 
Straight line the gun must necessaril 
be located somewhere on this line.

The particulars; of the new taxes and 
the official reasons for them are #0 
lengthy that they fill more than four 
pages in the Berliner Tageblatt. Such a 
vast mass’ of financial matter thrown 
into a situation which was already high- 
ly complicated naturally takes. most 
leader writers’ breath away. Only a 
few papers venture on real comment. 

The new taxes, as already reported, 
are on drink—one paper sadly remarks 
that everything one can drink in the 


‘| happy ‘Fatherland is now taxed, with 


the exception of water and coffee sub- 
stitutes—exchange and certain business 
transactions, luxuries, and war profits, 
while postal rates are increased. Beer 
is to be more highly taxed, while the 
general complaint is that beer cannot 
be had as a rule. The spirits monopoly 
is to produce over £30,000,000, though 
practically no spirits are drunk. The 
tax on coffee and tea is to be raised, 





though none can be bought. Such fruit- 
ful sources of revenue as large fortunes 
and inheritances are left untouched. 

The Tageblatt says that the new taxes 
will not yield an for a very con- 
siderable fime. It complains also that 
an attempt is being made to chain the 
Reichstag’s power over the purse. The 
Reichstag holds that power by voting 
taxation from year to year. Now it is 
asked to vote it for an indeterminate 
time ahead, and so the Tageblatt ar- 
gues that it will lose held to some ex- 
tent. of its important power. 

Vorwtrts suspects that the proposals 
have been kept back for months in order 
to force them through parliament in 
the shortest possible time and so to 
avoid painful discussions on Germany's 
financial policy. Having studied the 
figures, this journal wonders how the 
vast deficit is to be made good. It does 
not supply any answer because “ the 
whole statement of Germany’s accounts 
is false. No really true budget has ever 
been presented to the Reichstag during 
the war, but, to speak bluntly, merely 
erroneous financial statements have 
been provided, and now the Exchequer 





has conceived the lovely idea of bringing 
forth estimates of coming taxes and 
monopolies and representing them as 
annual income, though they will not

CAPT. JAMES E. MILLER DEAD 


Col. Bolfing Also Now Known to 


Have Been Killed—Brooklyn 
Man Slain in France. 


Lieutenant Moses Taylor, Jr., reported 
as missing in action in last night’s cas- 
ualty Ust from Géneral Pershing, is a 
member of one of the oldest. and best 
known families in New York. He is one 
of the three sons of Moses Taylor, who is 


the senior member of the banking house 


of Kean, Taylor & Co. of 5 Nassau 
Street, Vice President of the Lacka- 
wanna Stee] Company and a Trustee or 
Director of other important corporations. 

At the Taylor home'in Mt. Kisco it 
was said that the family had been noti- 
fied by the War Department that Lieu- 
tenant Taylor was listed among the 
missing in action. Mr. Taylor said that 
his son was in one of the regular army 
infantry regiments. This may mean that 


Jhe has been in the battle of Picardy, as 


the casualty lists so far published Indi- 
cate that the American sector near Toul 
is held by guard troops. 

Lieutenant Taylor was graduated from 
Norwich University, Vermont, one of the 
Class A military schools of the country. 
He served on the Mexican border as a 
member of a Massachusetts battery of 
field artillery, and when war was de- 
clared on Germany last April was among 
the first candidates enrolled for the first 
Plattsburg training camp for officers. 
He was 21 yeers old on his last birthday, 
and is one of five children. He has two 
young sisters and two brothers, Francis 
and Reginald B, Taylor. 

** My son,’’ said Mr. Taylor last night, 
‘‘was among the first of the Platts- 
burgers to be ordered to France. He 
was promoted to a First Lieutenant a 
few weeks ago.’’ 

Death of Captain J. E. Miller. 


The Columbia Trust Company an- 
nounced yesterday that cable advices 
had been received from Switzerland 
which seemed definitely to establish the 
fate of Captain James Ely Miller, the 
Yale oarsman and football player, one 
of the American Army aviators who was 
reported missing one month ago. Cantain 
Miller, who was graduated from Yale in 
1904, was one of the men associated with 
Colonel Raynal C. Bolling; Signal Corps, 
U. S. A., in organizing the 1st New 
York Aero Squadron, the first ‘guard 
flying company organized in this coun- 
try. Colonel Bolling was reported.miss- 
ing several days ago by General Per- 
shing, and is supposed to have fallen a 
victim of German aviators in the battle 
of Picardy. 

At the office of the Columbia Trust 
Company it was stated that the. infor- 
mation received was to the effect that 
Captain Miller was killed in action on 
March 9 last. The news of the aviator 
came from Berlin. The fate of Captain 
Miller has been in doubt for more than 
a month, It had béen =. re- 
ported from private sources\ that he 
started out on patrol on the afternoon 
of March 9 with two other officers. One 
of these officers had motor trouble, and 
therefore did not accompany the patrol. 
Captain Miller and his companion start- 
ed north from.a certain point in France 
to within two. kilometers of the lines, 
and flew above the lines opposite Juvin- 
where they were at- 


altitude of more than two miles. 

Captain Miller’s companion fired ten 
cartridges at the highest German avi- 
ator, who ascended until lost to view. 
They then returned above their own 
lines and continued west until they 
reached Corbeny, when they were 
again attacked by two German bi- 
planes within the German lines, and 
about two mileS up. Captain Miller’s 
companion fired at the highest one, 
but his machine gun broke, and Cap- 
tain Miller continued to fight with the 
German machine, which spiraled down 
on him and followed him. He then 
went into a tail spin, but came out of it 
in about two turns, after which the 
German machine was seen above him 
spiraling down until the  captain’s 
companion lost sight of him at about 
1,000 meters just above the forest 
north of Corbeny. 

As Captain Miller’s machine seemed 
to be under some control, his fate was 
unknown until the cablegram was re- 
ceived yesterday. He was the first 
New York bank officer to lose his life

ter commending the action of the

Certain units of United States En- 
gineers, serving with a British army 
battalion March 21 and April 3, while 
under shell fire, carried out destruc- 
tion of material dumps at Chaulines, 
fell back with British forces to Mo- 
reuil, where the commands laid out 
trench work, then proceeded _ to 
Demuin, and was assigned sector of 
defensive line which was constructed 
und manned by them, thence moved 
to a position on the line near War- 
fusee-Abancourt ‘and extending to 
north side of Bois de Toillauw. The 
commands started for this position on 
March 27, and occupied it until April 
3, during this time the commanding 
officer of a unit of United States 
Engineers being in command of the 
subsector occupied by his troops. 
This command was in more or less 
continuous action during its stay in 
this position. On April 8 the com- 
mand was ordered to fall back to 
Abbeville. 

The casualties during the period 
March 21 to April 8 were: Officers 
killed, 2; wounded, 3. Men killed, 20; 
wounded, 52; 45 men reported missing, 
but it ip believed by the British au- 
thorities that they were not all cap- 
tured, and that many of them were 
separated from their command and 
are now with other British organizsa- 
tions. This report of casualties does 
not consider one detachment of 57 
men from which no report has been 
received. 

The Commanding Geriéral of a Brit- 
ish cavalry division sent the following 
commendatory communication after he 
had received the commendation of the 
army commander for the conduct of 
his division :

GERMANS COURTING 
FAVOR OF HOLLAND 


Striving to Make Political Capi- |! 
tal Out of Our Seizure 
of Dutch Ships. 


OFFER TO SUPPLY- COAL 


Even Make Peace with the Overseas 
Trust, Which They Long Held ~ 
Under Suspicion. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Germany is 
trying*in several ways to make political 
capital out of the action of the Amer- 
ican and British Governments in seizing 
Dutch shipping. 

German newspapers are trying to 
make it appear that the Allies have 
abandoned a promise not to use the 
Dutch vessels in the war zone, and also 
intimating that Germany’s conduct 
toward Holland is very generous. Ger- 
many is offering to furnish coal, fron, 
steel, and grain‘to Holland in return 
for other concessions. 

Official advices received from Holland 
oday state that an arrangement was 
entered into between Germany and Hol- 
land last October whereby Holland was 
to receive 200,000 tons of German and 
50,000 tons of Belgian coal a month. 
Later, however, the Dutch refused to 
take the Belgian coal because they 
found it was to be taken from Belgium 
at the expense and to the injury of that 
country. The Dutch recently arranged 
to turn ever te Germany a number of 
Rhine barges for use from Ruhrort up 
the Rhine, and in exchange for this con- 
cession it ig now said that Holland is to 
receive an extra 20,000 tons of coal a 
month. 

The Austro-Hungarian Government 
has afforded facilities to Dutch com- 
mercial travelers for passing the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian frontiers with the mini- 
mum of difficulty. 


._ Promises Ukrainian Grain, 


An official report from Amsterdam re- 
ceived here today says the Handelsblad 
learns that German offers of Ukrainian 
grain may play an important part in the 
ensuing negotiations between Holjand 
and Germany. 

‘“‘It is declared,’’ said the dispatch, 
‘that Germany will be willing to give 
important amounts of grain in exchange 
for other concessions. One paper stated 
that an offer of grain had diready been 
made, and that the Germans wanted a 
large amount of garden seeds in ex- 
change.’’ 

The Dutch Minister of Foreign Affairs 
has installed a new committee of advice 
for matters relating to Holland’s deal- 
ings with foreign countries, and is 
committee will handle the negotiations 
with Germany.

DUTCH FEAR NEW SEIZURES. 


Say That America Has Given No 
Papmise on Grain Ships. 


Special Cable to Toms New York Timps. 
THE HAGUE, April 18.—People of all 


shipowners, are unwilling to allow three 
steamships to leave for America to. bring 
grain, according to the proposal, as they 
do not believe that America will keep 
her promise that no ships leaving Dutch 
ports after March 22 shall be seized. 

Minister Loudon stated yesterday that 
the word of the Allied Governments that 
these ships would not be seized would 
be sufficient, but so far the United 
States has not given this word. It is 
asserted that America gives’ only one 
ship, as the ether two are in neutral 
ports, while Helland must give three 
ships. 

The modus vivend{ issued in March, 

which set forth that the United States 
would put 100,000 tens’ éf grain at Hol- 
land’s disposal if three Dutch ships were 
sent in-exchange for three ships from 
Americansports, has lapsed. Three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand tons of shipping 
are lying idle at Rotterdam, so that ton- 
nage could easily be spared. 
- According to official American circles 
at The Hague, America -is still willing 
te carry. out her promise. The German} 
Government, however, refuses to give 
safe conduct for the three Dutch ships 
through the danger zone on the ground 
that the ships will be requisitioned in 
American ports on their arrival, which 
places the responsibility for the shortage 
of grain in Holland on the German and 
Netherlands Governments.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—An amend- 
ment to the Naval bill, increasing the 
Marine Corps from 30,000 to 75,500, was 
adopted today by the House, which be- 
gan the consideration of the naval ap- 
propriation measure, carrying a total 
appropriation of more than: $1,500,000,- 
000. This action, opposed by Secretary 
Daniels while the committee was formu- 
lating the bill, was taken in responsé to 
the later recommendation of Secretary 
Baker and Secretary Daniels. 

General Pershing requested the in- 
crease in the personnel of the Marine 
Corps, and made it plain that.it was 
desirable that marines in greater num- 
bers should be rushed to France without 
Gelay. In speeches on the floor,, thé 
plans of the War Department as to 
sending the marines io France were told 
with great detail. One member, who 
‘wae so enthusiastic about this speeding 
up program, unconsciously blurted out 
the plans, and then requested that his 
apeech should be expunged” froms the 
Record. 

In the discussion today, which pro- 
ceeded under the five-minute rule, gen- 
eral debate being omitted by unanimous 
consent, the utmost enthusiasm pre- 
vailed among members of the Naval 
Affairs Committee, who learned of the 
speeding up program from the military 
authorities: There was every evidence 
that the pill would be paused before 
the-end of the week, and that the War 
Department intended to hasten the 
transportation of troops and marines to 
France. Every preparation has been 
made, one speaker said, for quick trans- 
portation of the marines, the most sea- 
soned of America’s fighting force, to 
take their place with the allied armies 
on the western front.

All Pleas for Clemency Denied, and 
the Terms Range from Two 
é to Four Months. 


If there was a ‘‘ master mind ” direct- 
Ing the ballot-frauds in the Republican

INFEST NEW YORK 


Secret Barve Agent Tells Sen- 
ators Alien Enemies Here Are. 
Defying the Government. 


SELL DRUGS TO SOLDIERS 


Norman H. White’s Testimony 
Backed by the Army—AutHor of 
Spy Bill Quits Gregory’s Office.

WASHINGTON,. April 19.— ‘Twenty 
thousand align enemies: are defying ‘the 
Federal Government in New York City 
and constitute a dangerous spy menace 
not alone to the city, but to the wholé 
country, Norman H: White, a Secret 
Service man, told the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee today. ° 

Mr. White appeared as an advocate 
of the Chamberlain bill, under which 
propagandists, those who practice sabo- 
tage, and spies would all €éome under the 
same head and be tried by military tri- 


!} bunals instead of civil courts. 


He was one of several witnesses. The 
hearing at which they testified had 
hardly concluded when lively opposition 
sprang up in the Senate to the bill, on 
the ground that it would interfere with 
the constitutional rights of American 
citizens. | 

At the opening of the -hearing Mr. 
White stated that in New York. City 
alone there were 20,000 alien enemies 
who had refused to register and whom 
the Government.was powerless to con- 
trol or watch: They constitute one of 
the biggest problems the spy catchers of 
the country have to deal with, Mr. 
White said, inasmuch as plots they are 
helping often lead to Mexico, to the 
Scandinavian countries, and all eventu- 
ally to Berlin. 

‘‘The Department of Justice,’ said 
Mr. White, ‘‘is so overloaded that it 
can’t bring spies and propagandists to 
justice quickly enough. They are ar- 
rested and let go on bail. They fortait 
the bail and go to Mexico, or stay-right 
here in the country, making more mis- 
chief and acting in a bolder manner 
than before. 

Sell Drugs te Soldiers. 


‘They are reaching the army and the 
navy with propaganda of all kinds. Go 
with me to Broadway tonight-—-between 
Seventy-second and Forty-second Streets 
—there are -a hundred men peddling 
heroin to soldiers and sailors at $6. a 
throw. The boys can’t get liquor, and 
the heroin is a temptation to them. The 
peddlers of this drug are Germans. 
This is but a minor illustration of what 
we are up against. . 

‘“‘ Enemy agents laugh at the military 

uthorities, because they have no’power, 
unless they catch a man red-handed’ on 
a military reservation. In a town not 
far from New York: 800 I. W. W.’s 
have struck; tying up production of a 


fundamental war material. The strike 
was fomented and paid for with Ger- 
man money. The department can’t 
handle that case—what we want is au- 
thority to go in and get the leaders and 
frwipe out that gang 

Mr. White related several instances 
in which summary justice would have 
landed suspected —- in jail. .One was 
that of a Hindu who, Mr. White said, 
was arrested, but released on $5,000 bail 
awaiting trial. He fled to Mexico, where 
he js now. 

‘SIt is time these spies want,” said 
Mr. White. ‘‘ They are tickled at de- 
lays, and the civil courts accommodate 
them. In many cases. .Judges are to 
blame. One Judge will hold a man on 
evidence upon which another will re- 
lease him. 

‘*Our cases involve not only Germans 
but Swiss, people from Holland, Swedes, 
Norwegians, and South Americans. We 
must have authority to handle these 
things quickly and nip them in the bud. 
The civil courts simply can’t do this.” 


Army Supports the Bill. 


Colonel R. H. Van Dieman of the 
Army Intelligence Bureau, who followed 
Mr. White as a witness, said the De- 
partment of Justice felt that it has not 
the necessary power to deal with espion- 
age cases. The most dangerous of all, 
the clever, intelligent, subtle plotters, 
are able to evade existing laws, Colonel 
Van Dieman said. 

“Great Britain and France now han- 
dle practically all espionage cases under 
military courts,’’ said Colonel Van Die- 
man. ‘‘If we do not soon handle them 
more effectively. there will be lynchings 
and outbreaks such as marked the peo- 
ple’s wrath in London. when they 
burned and destroyed German property. 
That was one contributing cause to the 
enactment of the Defense of the Realm 
act, under which Great Britain now pun- 
ishes hig ion ind 

McGee, Chairman of the Min- 
neapoie ‘Public afety Committee, said 
the United States made a mistake by not 
instituting the firing squad for alien 
enemy disturbers as soon as war was 
declared. 

‘* Now we should get busy and have it 
work overtime to make up for the de- 
lay,’’ said Mr. McGee.°.‘‘ Unless some- 
thing is done quickly ‘we are going to 
have the Kuklux Klan multiplied a 
thousand times in this countr We 
will have a state of anarchy. pratt till 
the long casualty lists begin come, 
and the Minnesota woods won't be thick 
enough to hide the traitors who will be 
Aa rrp for their crimes. They are 
ighting my Ae our soldiers on this side 
of the water and stabbing them in the 
backs, and they are going to quit it. or 
else they'll die. 

‘‘The work of the Department of Jus- 
tice in Minnesota has been an absolute 
and ghastly failure. The local United 
States District Attorney is patriotic, 
but he hasn’t got a fighting stomach.’’ 

Referring to a Unit States Senator 
who failed to appear when scheduled 
to speak in Minnesota, Mr. M e said: 

“If he had made in our State the 
speech he made in the Senate we would 
have jailed him on the spot.”’ 

He paid, his respects to State officials 
“with no fight in: them,’’ and declared 
the alien propagandists appears to have 
‘“*them buffaloed.”’ 

Work in the mines in the West has 
been_seriously delayed by the plotters, 

r. McGee said. 

‘What we need is a court that can’t 
be fooled with a lot of technicality and 
red tape,’’ said Mr. McGee. ‘‘ You can’t 
fool a military courr. Under existing 
conditions it is almost impossible to 
obtain convictions.’ 


Berah Opposes the’ Bill. 


The Chamberlain bill” applies. with 
equal force to Americans and aliens. 
It supersedes and sets aside all laws 


now in force with regard to dealing with 
spies and conspirators. 
In the course of the debate on the 
bill Lag f Senator Borah of Idaho said: 
‘* The bill as it is presented seems to 
me clearly in conflict with some of the 
plainest and most fundamental prin- 
ciples of the Constitution, and I do not 
see how it could be changed and accom- 
plish what they desire to accomp -_ 
vithout its being clearly and unmis 
ably unconstitutional. tnetenere, 
there is no necessity for such a measure 
at this time, even assuming we had the 
power to pass it. There fs practically 
no indication whatever that the courts 
of this country are not able..to apere- 
herd criminals and punish crime. -I a 
very much opposed to anything: like this 
measure. I. have en in favor of- 
drastic laws, but. I'am thoroughly in: 
favor of Administering them through’ 
the courts:and juries‘of’the country. 
‘Under this bill a: business man, or 
laboring man, or an editor,’or any man 
in a civil» vocation could be arrested 
without Warrant and without a knowl-

Auther of Bill Is Out. 


Another development in connection 
with fais much-discussed bill was the 
sudden ‘resignation of Charles Warren 
as Assistant Attorney General. Mr. 
Warren untik recently was in charge 
of all espionage cases. He was freely 
quoted. by W. P. Bloodgood, Chairman 
of’ the Milwaukee County Defense Com- 
mittee, as favoring the bill. According 
to*Mr. Bloodgood, Mr. Warren said the 
ct agape of Justice was. entirely un- 
able to cope with the spy menace, Mr. 
Warren wrote’ a oprief setting out his 
conclusions, and is underst to have 
drafted the Chamberlain bill for Mr. 
Bloodgood, who gave it to Senator 
Chamberlain. 

Mr. ‘Warren resigned today, and it 
was stated that nothing could be said 
as to his reason for thus severing his 
connection with the department. Mem- 
bers of the Militar¥ Affairs Committee 
bluntly deca se hey believed Mr. 
Warren was ired ’’ for advocating a 
bill whieh Attorney General Gregory 
oppos Mr. Warren may be asked 
to tell the committee whether he was 
dismissed. 


WAR BARS ‘HIM AS: CITIZEN. 


Austrian Count. Seeking Second 
Papers Learns He Must Walt. 


Anton Alfred, an Austrian and a 
Count of Thurn and Taxis, with sixteen 
quarteringa on his family shield, called 
on County Clerk William F. Schneider 
yesterday morning and asked for his 
citizenship papers. He took out his 
first pdpers three years ago, and want- 
ed his second papers as soon as he 
could get them for the purpose of sever- 
ing all relations with his native coun- 
try, which he described as being wholly 
dominated by Germany. 

Mr. Schneider told him -he could not 
become a citizen until after the war 
and he expressed regret. Mr. Alfred 
said he was a musical director, and was 
born in Vienna thirty-three years ago. 
Once he was married, but now is di- 


vorced. He explained that his family 
had been noble for, sixteen generations, 
which give the members of it the right 
to be presented to all of the imperial 
courts in Central Europe and to remain 
covered in the presence of the lesser 
nobility. : 


Bayonne High School Bars German. 
During exercises in connection with 
the raising of a service flag with 200 
stars in the Bayonne, N. J., High School 
yesterday, it was announced, that the 
Board of Education of that city had 
banned the study of German in the 
High School grades. The action of the 
board was unanimous. The edict will go 
into effect at the close of this school 
year on June 30. Preston H. Smith, 
Superintendent of Schools, said if he 


could have his way he would forbid the 
performance of German music. 


BLAMES WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Post Office Official. Testifies on 
Delay in Soldiers’ Mail. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Responsi- 
bility for inefficient mail service to 
American soldiers in France was placed 
upon the War Department by Otto 
Praeger, Second Assistant Postmaster 
General, testirying today before the 
House Post Office Committee regarding 
mail facilities abroad. He said the War 
Department did not co-operate with the 
Post Office Department, in consequence 
of which mail sometimes was sent to 
soldiers who had been transférred for 
months to other places. 

Mr. Praeger asserted that England in- 
formed the Post Office Department as 
to the location of her troops, and that 
accounted for the excellent service had 
by the English soldiers. 

Deperrment was indifferent as to the 
delivery of the mail to soldiers abroad, 
he said, the navy kept the Post Office 
Department informed about the movye- 
ment of ships. This information tended 
to improve the service, he explained. 

The witness said the average monthly 
mall to France was 4,000,000 pieces up to 

ril 1, when the parcel post was cur- 
& led. ‘In addition, a mail order busi- 
ness amounting to $400,000 was carried 
abroad. 

‘The War Department, ” he said, 
‘“‘thinks it is a military necessity to 
divulge no information to us about the 
movement of units, and this necessarily 
forces the Post Office Department to 
work blindly,’’ Mr. Praeger declares. 

** We have no way of checking up for 
two or three weeks sometimes after 
troops have been moved. Their theory 
is that by that time the enemy knows 
about the change and it does not hurt to 
give information to the department.” 








Rochester Ferries Trapped,in Ice. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 19.—The 
B. R. & P. car ferry, Ontario No. 1, 
bound for the Port of Rochester, this 


afternoon was caught fast in the floe|

OYSTER BAY TAKES ACTION 


Town Board Urges Patriotic Dealers 
to Discontinue Delivery of All 
‘Teutonic Publications: 


The movement to bar the sale of 
newspapers printed in German, which 
began in small towns near New York, 
spread to this city yesterday. 

Members of the American Relief 
Legion, an organization of_ patriotic 
women, under the direction of its 
President, Mrs. Oliver .Cromwell Field 
of 601 West 110th Street, began circulat- 
ing petitions on the upper west side 
urging Americans to boycott news stands 
which display German papers for 
sale. The campaign was said to have 
met with a favorable response. It was 
believed last night that should ‘this 
method of combating the sale of Ger- 
man papers become general it would 
prove most effective, as it, was thought 
the public would not tolerate the exist- 
ence of stands for the exclusive sale 
of German papers, such as there would 
have to be if general dealers quit hand- 
ling them. 

To the list of smaller towns which 
have barred such papers Oyster Bay, 
L. I.,-the home of Colonel Roosevelt, 
was added yesterday. The Town Board 
at a meeting recommended that the sale 
be discontinued and at a mass meeting, 
attended by 800 persons, last night a 
resolution ‘to the same effect was 
adopted without a single protest after 
Justice Robert W.. Duvall, who. intro- 
duced it, had characterized the circu- 
lation of German papers as ‘an out- 
rage and an insult to Americans.’’ The

Rally—Reports 106 Shipped 
Last Week. 


Optimism in regard to future aircraft 
production. for- War purposes was 
aroused last night at a Liberty Loan 
rally at-the Automobile Club. of Amer- 
ica by Alfred Reeves, General Manager 
of the National Automobile Chamber 
of Commerce, when he announced that 
last -week 106. Liberty.‘ motors were 
shipped by two motor companies. This 
number would’ be substantially in- 
creased in the coming weeks, he said. 

‘“‘T admit that mistakes have een 
made, but most of the criticism, es- 
pecially that of Gutzon Borglum, has 
not been based on a clear understanding 
of the real facts and- difficulties,” said 
Mr. Reeves. “It was deemed better to 
take time to make needed changes 
rather than to supply anything but the 
safest and best. planes. In the condi- 
tions then existing the Signal Corps 
was justified in the promises it made,. 
but later developments, not even known 
in England or France, were responsible 
for unexpected delays. ; 

‘“My observations ifn Washington 
lead me to agree with the Senators who 
made the recent minority report on air-' 
craft conditions. The air program 
should be considered from the starting 
point. The Government had less than 
200 planes when the war began. Ap- 


extravagant statements in some cases 
to offset German propaganda were 
made regardi what we could do: 
There was highly creditable optintism 
among those charge, and let us 
hope that this optimism will continue 
with us always.

Alllanpe in Brooklyn | Gives Up Or- 
ganization for Country’s Good * 


The German-American Alliance’ of 
Brooklyn was formally disbanded Jast 
night, following a’ meeting of” its 
Executive. Committee and fifty dele- 
gates, representing a membership of 
about 12,000 in Brooklyn and vicinity. 
Henry Weismann, who was President 
of the State German-American Alliance 
and its subsidiary organization in 
Brooklyn, issued. a statement, in which 
he ‘said that the Legislature ordered 
the organization disbanded. 

‘‘The German-American Alliance here 
is a thing of the past,’’ he said. ‘It 
has not been charged with disloyalty. 
The Legislature took the course it did 
as a precautionary measure, 
bear it no grudge, but accept the 4sit- 
uation in the spirit of brotherhood and 
with the resolve to, preserve our unity 
as a nation and our internal harmony 
at whatever cost. It is for the welfare 
of.our community that this urse be 
pursued, and experience of récent days 
dictates that it must be pursued. 

‘‘'The. public mind is:in a state of 
tension’ as to things German, and easily 
aroused by those who think they render 
a service to the country by assailing 
those who .befor® the war sym- 
pathized with Germany. Recognizing 
this condition, which is inseparable 
from e fon aroused by the war 
and mindful of gqur duty to promote 
American unity and amity between and 
with our neighbors, we have decided 
not to continue. the alliance and thus 
invite further. misunderstanding.

Wisconsin University Radicals 
Told to Get’ Into Bodies 
Fighting Conscription. 


EDITOR HOPED FOR RIOTS 


Testifies on Trial That He Puts 
Personal Conscience Above the... 
Law of the Land. . -< 


Max Eastman, editor.of, The Masses, 
on trial with three others, all former 
éditors or contributors, was on the stand 
all day yesterday. At the morning se8- 
sion he was examined by. Morris Hill- 
quit and Dudley Field Malone, who 
sought to show that he had never 
actively opposed the draft. The most 
{nteresting feature of the day was a 
letter written to Eastman in May of last 
year by a-student of the University of 
Wisconsin, one of six students, he 
wrote, ‘who meet weekly in Senator 
La Follette’s office for discussion.”’ 

Eastman admitted receiving and an- 
‘swering the letter, which follows: 

140 Langdon &t,, 
Madison, Wis,, May 2, 1917: 


My Dear Mr. Dastman—With letters such 
as mine-you must*be continually bothered, 
therefore I shall be brief. There are two 
questions ‘which I. should like to ask of 
you. What can I do to aid in forwarding 
the revolutionary movement; and; in the 
face of conscription and war conditions 
generally, what attitude would. you advise 
me to take? 

I am a student here at the University of 
Wisconsin. Though sincerely radical in my 
beliefs, I belong to no definite group other . 
than that of six pilotless youths who meet 
weekly in Senator La Follette’s office 4 
discussion.. All Winter such questions as 
these have bothered us and we find that 
we are drifting about without either a 
definite program or competent leadership. 

In writing you I’ do so from the regard 
in which I hoM you through your writings 
ane your speech here in Madison, and I 

hall be most grateful for any advice you 
; may give me. Respectfully yours, 
MILES L, COLBAN. 

As the date shows, the letter was 
written after Congress had declared 
war. Eastman’s reply, which was also 
read into the evidence, was dated May 
7, 191%. 

‘“‘T am-sending you,’’ Eastman repHed, 
‘‘a copy of the Masses, which will give 
you my position on the war: conditions. 
I cannot very well advise you in the ab- 
stract. * * * If you will get into 
touch with the organizations which are 
at work you will find appropriate things | ; 
suggested to you, I am sure.” 

Eastman in answer to a question by 
Mr. Hillquit said he did not know what 
number of the Masses his secretary had 
mailed to the student. 

The Government also read into’ evi- 
dence two telegrams, one addressed to 
Eastman and the other written by him 
in reply. ‘The telegram to Eastman, 
dated’ New Orleans, April 6, the day 
Congress declared war, read: 

‘* We are anxious to. learn what stand 
the organized pacifists will take in the 
eVent of conscription, and on war con- 


sitions generally.

Eastman replied as follows: . 

“No position in advance has been 
taken by any existing organization, but 
I feel sure a riotous resistance would 
follow an attempt to conscript for serv- 
ice in Europe.

ENEMY ALIEN WOMEN 
‘ MUST REGISTER NOW 


President Signs Bill Making the 
- Espionage Law Applicable 
to Them. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—-President 
Wilson today signed the bill extending 
provisions of the Espionage act to wo- 
men and requiring registration of enemy 
alien women. ; 

Within a faw days the President is 
expected to ‘#ssue a proclamation de- 
claring women subjects of enemy couh- 
tries subject to arrést and internment, 
and ordering. German women to leave 
Washington at some definite future 
time. Women enemy. aliens also will be 
forbidden to approach docks, wharves, 
and warehouses under the same restric- 


tions now imposed on enemy alien 
males. 


As soon as it was learned yesterday 
that the President had. signed the bill 
which puts enemy alien women in the 
same class as male enemies, the De- 
partment of Justice started several in- 
vestigations which had been held in 
abeyance. 

It is understood. that a large number 
of women are on the, ‘‘ suspicious list ’® 
and their records were being looked up 
last night by a large force of spécial 
agents belonging to the staff of Charles 
W. De Woody, Chief of the Department 
of Justice Bureau of Investigation for 
the New York district. 

William Wallace, Jr., head of the 
Enemy Alien Bureau, said, last night he 
would have nething to give out concern- 

the investigation of women suspects 
ne ore today. . 

That the Germans have used women 
spies in New York is well known to the 
Federal agenta Some of these women 
are among the most trusted agents in 
the enemy spy system. The names of 
many of them are in the possession of 
the authorities. 

When asked about rl statement that 
there were 20, frous enemy 
aliens in the city, Mr. a allace said: 

‘We are now checking the police reg- 
istration with the United States Mar- 
shal’s eda tov the registration for 
the selective draft, and the State regis- 
tration. and es far as we have gone 
there has been substantial conformity 
in the registrations. The checking is 
not completed, and I am speaking only 
from partial checks. If any one else 
has made checks with ‘different results 
I have yet to hear of it. 

“Tf any information is submitted to 
this bureau, whether as the result of 
checks or otherwise, indicating aliens 
who have not registered, they will be 
promptly deait h.’ It is the duty of 
any citizen having such information to 
furnish i&”’ ;

DISLOYALIST HANGED 

UNTIL ALMOST DEAD 

Oklahoma Mob Is Persaaded to 

: Cat Him Down on Promise 
of Speedy Trial. 


COLLINSVILLE, Okla., April 19.— 
Henry Rheimer, suspected of disloyalty, 
was hanged by a mob of fifty men hefe 
tonight, but after “he had swing unti] 
he was almost unconscious the police 
persuaded the mob to cut him down on 
the promise that he would be placed on 
trial by the County Council of Defense 
tomorrow morning. 

Rheimer will recover, it is believed. 


‘1 He is 60 years old, says he is of Rus- 


sian birth,. although evidence in the 
hands of the Council of Defense is said 
to indicate he is a German, and that, 
he had made unpatriotic remarks, At 
the direction of a Cémmittee of Defense 
Council Rheimer recently was instructed 
to fly an American flag from the front 
window. of his house for the period of 
the war. 

Today reports: reathed Collinsville 
that the ‘fiag had been removed. Two 
members of the Council of Defense im- 
mediately went to the Rheimer home 
and placed him under arrest. He was 
brought to town and lodged in jail. 

Late tonight the crowd entered the 
jail, overpowered the Assistant Chief 
and two patrolmen and took ‘Rheimer 
from his cell. 

Dragging the prisoner to the second 
floor of the City Hall, into the Home 
Guard Armory, the men, stood him on 
a chaif, wrapped a doubled electric 
light cord twice around his neck, at- 
tached the other end to the supports of 
a basketball goal and eommanded him 
to kiss every star in the flag. 

‘Rheimer complied with the demand, 
and apologized for whatever disloyal 


statement he may have made. Then the 
chair was removed. The body swung 
twice past the goal post. 

“Give the man a chance,” Assistant 
Police Chief Miller pleaded. ‘‘ Give him 
until 9-o’clock tomorrow morning and 
we'll see that he gets a real hearing.”’ 

Members of the mob relented, and as 
Rheimer swung back, he was released.

The Committee of Twenty-one ap- 
pointed by a conference of.social service 
and civic organizations, which sought 
gn interview with the Mayor to protest 
egainst cutting down the service of the 
Department of Health and the dropping 
of noted experts serving the city in this 
department, found’ themselves accused 
by ‘the Mayor yesterday of trying to 
prévent the discovery of graft, black- 
qmail, and other seandalous practices.

The Women’s Munitipal League, a 
nonpartisan organization created for 
the ‘purpose of making: the influence of 
the woman voter felt in city govern- 
ment, has addressed a leter to President 
Alfred E. Smith of the Board of Alder- 
men, asking him to support the resolu- 
tiqn, for an.inquiry by the Board of 
Aldermen.

My dear Mr. Smith: The Woman's Mu- 
nicipal League, representing 1,200 voters, 
has been very much concerned over the 
proposed reorganization of the Health De- 
partment and the suggestion that the bu- 
reaus be abolished and the work put under 
the supervision of the Assistant Sanitary 
Superintendent of each borough. e have

‘We are very much in favor, therefore.

and reports held by the present investi- 
gators of the department... In this con- 
nection we think it is most important to 
point, out that it is a4 dangerous thing to 
attempt to play politics. with a depart- 
ment which nas ‘so efficiently served the 
city through several city administrations 
as has the Health’ Department. We be- 
Meve that any group of officials that 
atempts it will he. committing political - 
suicide, and we .want to appeal to all 
parties in the present: Board of Aldermen 
to forget their political differences and to 
unite in a non-partisan defense of work 
which has made the New York Health 
Department known all over the country as 
one of the best run departments anywhere. 

We have been much interested in the fact 
that the inquiry which was at first ‘sup- 
posed to deal with a question of the le- 
gality in the creation of these byreaus has 
new changed to a graft investigation.

We also hope that in making your in- 
vestigation of the department that you 
will bear in mind that the proposed “ bor-

There is undoubtedly a strong. public de- 
mand in some of the boroughs for what is 
called borough autonomy, but we submit 
that the ‘very people ‘who want borough 
autonomy would be the last to wish to see 
the efficiency of the various bureaus 
diminished in any way. The suggestion has 
recently been made that the way to se- 
cure borough autonomy is to break up 
these various bureaus and to put their 
work under the supervision of the Assist- 
ant Sanitary Superintendent in each bor- 
ough. It is further suggested that the 
various bureau chiefs. need not be removed, 
but that they shall be retained in a more 
or less adyisory capacity to map - a al 
srams and make suggestions . 
various Agssistant igteitiengenio wht 
would be charged with the responsibility 
of carrying out the work in each borough. 
This would result in the slow starvation 
of the bureaus. It is evident that unless 
the Bureau Chief is the real director ‘of 
the work that it must inevitably suffer. 

We hope, very much-that in making your 
investigations you will insist watever 
faults need to be corrected in the depart- 
ment that the bureaus which have done s0 
much for the physical ‘welfare of New 
York City shall not be broken up.

The crowd caught the word ‘“‘ every- 
body” and it got the ‘‘ Liberty Bonds ”’ 
idea all right and cheered the tenor 
wildly. Mr. Caruso brought out Bar-

ATROCITIES CURED PACIFIST. 


Vernon Kellogg Tells of Experiences 
In Belgium with Hoover. — 

Vernon Kellogg, a University of Kan- 
sas professor, who formerly assisted 
Herbert Hoover in the relief of Belgium 
and Northern, Francé, and now helps 
him in the Federal Food Administration 
in Washington, told Kansas alumni at 
their annual dinner in the Hotel Mc- 
Alpin last night how he was converted 
from! a pacifist to a.strong. believer. in 
the necessity of crushing German mili- 
tarism. Mr, Kellogg spoke with the au- 
thority ‘of long. résidence in .both the 
occupied districts and of intimate asso- 
ciation with the German governing Gen- 
erals and their, staffs, in response to

The speaker told’.some harrowing 
stories of Belgian deportation’ and .re- 
patriation. The latter, he said, — 
about not as the Kaiser announced 
through deference to the wishes ot 
President. Wilson and the Pope, but. be- 
cause the Germans, after they ‘had 
taken hundreds of thousands of work- 
ingmen from Belgium, maltreated them 
so mich ‘in’an effort to force them to 
work ‘ voluntarily ’’ that-finally they 
became worthless to their captors’ and 
were sent home. One hundred gnd fifty 
of such men, he said, had to be taken 
off one train on stretchers when they 
got back,. and fifty of .those on’ the 
stretchers were dead. 

Professor Kellogg gave an account of 
how gamely the ‘Belgians refused to 
sign statements that they were work- 
ing ‘‘ voluntarily,’’ and said that ‘‘ We 
shall not sign’? became a cherished 
slogan among them. He told of one 
man repatriated who was starving when 


he got back to Belgium. Relief work-- 


érs offered him food, but the delirious 
man brushed it @side, and murmured 
with his last breath: ‘‘ I shall not sign.’’ 

German devastation of territory where 
there had been no military action, Mr. 
Kellogg said, was explained by the fact 
that the Military Governors found that 
frightfulness so awed and terrified the 
inhabitants that they became easy to 
govern, thus saving soldiers for the 
Fatherland. 

Another story he told was that of one 
“Jeff,” a Belgian pilot, who until re- 
cently” eommanded the motor: boat used 
by Governor General von Falkenhayn 
and his. staff. A few weeks ago, he 
said. ‘‘ Jéff’’ got orders to report one 
Sunday. morning at Antwerp with: his 
boat ready to receive the official party. 

‘Jeff’’ was considered very ‘“ loyal;”’ 
so when he arrived Saturday night and 
hoisted the Governor General's flag no 
one inquired whether the Governor n- 
eral was on board, nor did any one note 
that a number of young Belgians came 
aboard and disappeared , the hold. 
When the boat made a sudden and suc- 
cessful dash into the Dutch waters and 
safety, the German authorities learned 
that Belgian ‘“‘loyalty’”’ is not always 
what it seems. 


10,000 OFFICERS IN RESERVE 


Big Class Completes Course and 
Goes on the Eligible List. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—Ten thou- 
sand or more student officers who com- 
pleted their course of trainimg at Na- 
tional Army cantonments and National 
Guard camps today will not be gradu- 
ated and commissioned, but will be 
placed on an eligibility list, from which 
in order of their ratings they will be 
commissizned and called to service as 
the army needs them. 

The men are exclusively non-commis- 
sioned officers and: privates:of the Na- 
tional Army, National and regu= 
lar army or studérits from: colleges hav- 
ing military courses in the curriculum. 

Until called to duty as officers these 
men will wear white brassards on their 
arms as an insignia of their status. 
They . will be called to the service -in 
small groups. ‘Any. man, Who has re- 
mained in the camps until today is as- 
sured of a place on the eligible list. 

Late reports to the War Department 
bear out the estimate that 60 per cent. 
of the men admitted will complete the 
course. Elimination of unfit students 
has been proceeding practically since the 
opehing of the camps. Physical exam- 
inations of those who passed all other 
tests pegan on April 9.

After a month 
of the most powerful offensive of the 
whole war, scientifically planned and 
pressed with the vigor of absolute 
faith in its success, the lull signifying 
failure ‘is setting in. The Germans 
are now behind their schedule. Docu- 
ments found on prisoners leave no 
coubt of this. Either because of 
@windling reserves or actual physical 
exhaustion, assaults’ are now seldom 
driven home. Givenchy, that piece of 
ground so often soaked with the blood 
of the contenders, defies the Germans, 
despite tremendous sacrifices of men. 
Six divisions have been used in vain. 
In the Kemmel hills it is now repulse 
after repulse for the enemy, and his 
losses are rated very high. The Brit- 
ish stand like a stone wall in his path 
along La Bassée Canal. They are 
not able to report a substantial success 
anywhere in the Ypres sector. 

French reinforcements have stiff- 
ened British resistance; at any rate, 
the defense is now in better condition 
than it has known for some time.

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THE END OF RHEIMS.

are not excelled in any other navy, 
but the same thing can be said of 
most modern British types. ‘When it 
comes to the allied patrol in British 
waters, America’s contribution in de- 
stroyers is substantial, but not so 
large as to make us responsible for 
the continuation of submarine raiding. 

If Admiral ‘C4PELLE thinks that the 
statistics of American shipbuilding in 
1917, which he gives with as much ac- 
curacy as could be expected of him, 
will be repeated, or show a decline, in 
1918 and after, he cannot have kept 
abreast of the latest developments, the 
multiplication of ship ways and the 
laying of keels. What he says of: the 
“robbery of Dutch tonnage” reflects 
exasperation. The truth is that he 
must wonder at the forbearance.of the 
“ rebbers.” His figures ‘of monthly 
tonnage stnk are grossly and delib- 
erately exaggerated. He has since 
been contradicted officially from. Lon- 
don. It may be true that new U-boat 
construction exceeds the losses, (the 
Admiral can’t be: proved a falsifier,) 
but it Is not true that, except in one 
Winter week recently, the effective- 
ness of the submarines has increased. 
There have been some bad weeks 50 
far-in 1918, but. barring the tally of 
the week referred to, the average of 
destructiveness was not exceeded.

The German Admiral has made the 
remarkable discovery that ‘‘ the eco- 
“ nomic difficulties of our enemy have 
“been increased by America’s en- 
“trance Into the war.”

Recompense. voice has touchingly 
and eloquently expressed in.a letter to a 
friend the conflicting emotions that 
many—thet all—mothers must. feel in 
like circumstances. She wrote without 
a thought of publication, but-her words 
deserve a. wider circulation than she in- 
tended them to have, partly because 
they give new realization of what suf- 
fering Germany’s mad ambition has im- 
posed on well-nigh the whole world, even 
among those who have never heard the 
sound of her cannon, and partly because 
they point the way toward something 
higher and “wetter than resignation for 
other and less articulate mothers. whose 
sons have sailed out into the Great Ad- 
venture. Here is the significant passage 
in- the letter: 

My boy, my boy has gone! ‘Tt could not 
be satisfied with less,’’ and yet the con- 
flicting emotions that permeate my entire 
being battie against each other with Ger- 
than Hun ferocity. My heart cries out my 
love, my fears—just a ‘wall! ‘Will my 
precious boy come back? Protect him from 
the tortures of this savage race! I feel I 
am in a tightening.grip, almost beyond 
human endurance, Then I am seized with 
the pride of his going; the duty I owe to 
him and to my country tempers the ache, 
and I realize that all I dreamed for him in 
his babyhood he now typifies—manly 
beauty, strength of body and mind, cour- 
age, gentieness, justice, and a high sense 
ef honor to himself, to his God, and to his 
country. .The storm continues to tage, but 
it is controlied by force of mind—and the 
beautiful boy goes on ‘to do his part and 
what I would have him do! 

Such a mother as this has no need to 
envy those ‘mothers whose: sons either 
could not’ meet or have not met the high 
demand of these days. She should pity 
them, not they her. 
escape her agonies of dread and do not 
confront hgr possibilities of bereave- 
ment, they cannot share her pride. .Her 
motherhood gets the supreme vindica- 
tion; theirs, whether through: fault or 
misfortune, must go without it. 


GERMAN COURTESY A MYTH. 


A Report Concerning Aviator’s 
Funeral Officially Denied. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A few days ago I was present in a 
company where an American newspaper 
man gave an extremely interesting talk 
on aviation at the front, and he related 
the following story: 

Courtesy among aviators at the front is 
- go great that when Guynemer wes killed 

the German ‘“‘aces’’ invited their French 
colleagues to be present at the burial be- 
hind the German front. The, invitation 
was accepted; the French came in their 
airplanes, were present at the funeral eerv- 
ice, exchanged salutes with the Germans, 
and when about to turn back were sur- 
prised_to see that the German aviators, 
with gracious hospitality, had had their 
tanks filled With gasoline. * * *”’ 

The story is a delightful one—so de- 
lightful that certain doubts arose in 
my mind as to its veracity. I there- 
fore -cabled. my Government asking 
them to make inquiries at Grand Head- 
quarters and find out if such an incident 
really took place. I have just received 
the following reply; 

You can absolutely and formally eny the 
story that French aviators were present at 
Guynemer’s burial inside the German lines. 

May I ask for the courtesy of your 
columns for this letter and cable? And 
I would also like to avail myself of this 
opportunity to request our American 
friends. never to give any. credence to 
stories of German courtesy or German 
generosity, even when related in perfect 
good faith..

Expression of the Association of His- 
tory Teachers of Indiana, (the History 
Section of the State Teachers Associa- 
tion,}) edopted unanimously April 18, 
1018 at Indianapolis: 

“In view of the great world war and 
its issues, we desire to recognize the 
new and greater obligations resting 
upon us as teachers of history and civil 
government. Our schools should. be 
used in every possible way to unify 
and Americanize our people. Alj. our 
education should be directed toward 
prévehting America from becoming. a 
polyglot nation of varied and diverse 
nationalities and tongues., There should 
be but one nationality, one Government, 
one flag, one allegiance, one languages. 
English is the language of America; and 
no other should be taught in our ele- 
mentary schools. We press upon .the 
Governor and the Legislature of this 
State the earliest possible repeal of the 
useleséand unfortunate law requiring 
-German to be taught in our public 
schools. We believe the law was passed 
as a part of a propaganda conducted 
through the insidious and odious in- 
fluences of the German-American: Al- 
liance, with the design of Germanizing 
the American people. We should, re- 
sist such alien influences on our edu- 
cation and civilization coming from any 
source. whatever. 

“Our civilization is predominantly 
Anglo-Saxon. Our laws, our politital.in- 
stitutions, our “political ideas, our na- 
tional and State constitutions, our prin- 
ciples of self-government, our free rep- 
resentative assemblies, have all come 
down to us from British origins through 
British and American history. Our 
teaching of history should continue to 
emphasize our obligations to and con- 
nections with this historic past. Our 
teaching of American history should 
seek to remove from, or prevent in, the 
minds of our children, all anti-British 
feeling. Our students should be led to 
understand that the American Revolu- 
tion was in the nature of a civil war, 
a conflict of ideas between Tory and 
liberal Englishimen in Britain and 
America. The founders of this Republic 
were contending for the same principles 
of free parliamentary government that 
Burke and Chatham, Pym and Hamp- 
den, and other patriotic Englishmen con- 
tended for in their day.

Recruiting Nurses. _ 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The proposal of a draft to supply nurses 
for military service and the agitation for 
a shortened period of training indicate ‘a 
general fear that a shortage of nurses for 
war and public health nursing is threaten- 
ing. To meet such a shortage by too great 
reduction of the time of preparation would 
be detrimental not enly to the quality of 
the training but to thé status of the nursing 
profession. It is freely admitted that the 
European method of short-term tratming to 
meet the lack of nurses for the armies was 
at best but a mekeshift, *It would be far 
better to adopt for America the plan of re- 
cruiting into our hospitals, rapidly ‘and con- 
tinuously, as large a number as pomsible of 
fine young women. These recruits could/ 
very soon release many hundreds of regis- 
tered nurses now held in the hospitals, 
whose places could be taken by ‘those’ next 
in rank. As the emergent demand grows 
more acute, owing to the military situation, 
this release of nurses from the top of the 
training schools can be accelerated in exact 
proportion to the need. The possibility of 
this release, however, will depend on the 
energy and success with which recruiting is 
carried on to attract to the nursing schoolé 
young women of the finest type in heatth, 
character, and edugation. 

It is in view of the imminent crieis in the 
field 6f nursing that the American Red Cross 
and the Nursing Committee of the Council! 
of National Defense were led to lend their 
financial and moral support. to the plan pro- 
posed by the alumnae of Vassar, that the 
eollege buildings, ground, and equipment Be 
used during the Summer of 1918 to start a 
large number of eapable young college grad- 
uates on the professional career of nursing. 
After three months of intensive training in 
the preliminaries and science of nursing the 
students will be placed in hospitals for prac- 
L tical work. Because of their standards, they 


will be allowed to complete their course in 
two years. Each recruit will begin her war 
service as soon as her ability makes It pos- 
sible to release a more experienced and 
better trained nurse for service in t nr

To be. Enforced Until Central Pow- 
ers Restore Their Conquests, 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

President Wilson hes stated very em- 
phatibally, that “We are in this war 
with all our resources.” So it wag With 
great satisfaction that I read in Tax 
treme of recent date of an able ex- 
position by Senator Owen of Oklahoma 
of a ‘new plgn to aid in successfully 
ebding’this terrible war. 

A plan similar to’ that of Senator 
Owen has already occurted to the writer 
with the exception of one point of such 
vital importance for its suctess thet I 
take the liberty of addressing an open 
letter to Tum ‘Tumue regarding it. 3 
‘The exception referred to, on’ which 
such. stress is iaid, is in regard to the 
length of time that any nation re- 
sponsible for having started a war of 
conquest should be boycotted. 

Should the time canes ‘tor: a boycott 
be of short duration, a gréat power like 
Germany might be wiring te .adcctert 
such a. penalty because of the greater 
compensation derived from . conquest 
than from a few years of uninterrupted 


if such a conquest were augmented by 
large indemnities exacted from the con- 
quered. We must not lose sight of the 
fact that this war is in effect boycotting 
the Central Powers for its duration, 
which condition they were willing to

But, should a strict seal by ‘all ‘the 
Allies as nations be continued indefi- 
nitely for years, with the firm under- 
standing that it should exist, without 
diminution, until such time as the Cen- 
tral Powefs should agree to restore their 
conquests, to accept the principle of 
“ gelf-determination,” and to regard the 
liberties of peoples and nations, let us 
emphasize that the dontinuance of. such 
‘a boycott would sap the economic and 
industrial life of the Central Powers 
and would reduce them -to a secondary 
position among the commercial powers, 
which is precisely ‘what they would 
wish to avoid, as they are striving to 
dominate the world. The proposed plan 
should, of cpurse, ‘be made obligatory

Furthermore, this. proposed. indefinite 
time boycott would not be-either _un- 
just or arhitrary in its nature for “the

The Society of Independent Artists 
held its private view behind. a Eo- 
rach announcement panel that perfect- 
ly achieved its purpose of attracting 
attention.

The :en- 
thusiastic sponsors of the no-jury sys- 
tein feel that this year the proportion 
of poor stuff received is small in come 
parison with that of last’ year.

The statistics of. the. space covered are 
“boldly given by the society a8 over’ two- 
‘thirds..of a mile of pictures with 827 
separate exhibitors and 1,500. works, of 
art.

Miss Zimmerman’s Exhibition, 


At the Ehrich Galleries is an exhibk 
tion of metal work and jewelry by Marig 
Zimmermaa, whose technical skill ang 
vivid intefligence put the stamp of per 
sonality wpon everything she does. The 
two most unlike sideg of her versatile 
talent are equally well represented «in 
the exhibition. In her earlier work'there 
was a tendency toward ornate decora- 
tion and elaborateness-of form, and this 
still may be seen in certain pléces of 
jewelry, in scrolls and filigree motives, 
pretty in taste and light in workman- 
ship, but prankish in comparison with 
the grave beauty of much of the Jater 
work. e copper boxes, vases and oth- 
er. objects are particularly firm tri: line 
and simple in form, things of genuine 
dignity and worth. There is also a 
bronze dish of antique form, with ram's 
head handles, that is impressive:in. the 
simplicity of its shape and its slow com- 
pact curve. As a detail Of personal in- 
terest, the ram’s heads are in the na- 
ture of portraiture, commemorating a 
fine animal belonging to the artist and 
thus gaining an accent of. realism that 
is not permitted in the feast to inter- 
fere with their decorative function.” 

Daring combinations of materials often 
turn out successfully, as in the placing 
of jade handles on a-.hammered sliver 
cup. The colors also &re daringly oom- 
bined and modified. Ivory balls on a 
pair of covered turquoise vases are 
stained red; coppers are lacquered black 
or dyed deep rose and finished with a 
wax polish or given a verdigris finish 
and placed against polished. reflectors 
for the utmost cohtrast. Out of all this 
experimentation ‘emerges @ definite 
standard of beauty which is most satis- 
factorily embodied In a large seal sur- 
mounted by two dancing ‘ figures tn 
bronze, hardly more than sketched, but 
with the vigor of life and with buoy- 
ancy of:motion. This toy of the writ- 
ing desk would not have been despised 
by an antique crafstman scorning me- 
ticulous pains and smooth surfaces. 
The exhibition lasts until April 27. —

Huts Opened Right Abreast of 
Big Guns, Where Welfare Work 
Goes’ on Amid Their Roar. 


AN OLD SOLDIER CONVERTED 


4 . * 
Sergeant, 30 Years In Service, De- 
scribes Miss Van Norden’s Pluck 
in Plea for $260,000. 


Adjutant Raymond C. Starbord of the 
Salvation Army, and Sergeant .E. P. 
Barre of the 18th Infantry, U. 8. A., 
told last night something. of what they 
had seen of the Salvation Army work 
with the American expeditionary force. 
One spoke as a member of the organi- 
zation, and the other’.as a much- 
troubled non-com in charge of a supply 
depot, who wondered at first why the 
Salvation Army had been “‘ saddled " 
about his neck. Both speakers, however, 
arrived at the same conclusion, that the 
organization was doing valuable and 
greatly appreciated work ‘‘ over there,” 

Adjutant and Sergeant spoke at a 
get-together meeting of the War Com- 
mittee at the Algonquin Hotel. 59 West 
Forty-fourth Street, to open a cam- 
paign to raise $250,000 for Salvation 
Army war work. George Gordon Bat- 
tle presided, and Comamnder Evange- 
line. Booth spoke. 

Sergeant Barre came back to be mus; 
tered out on a pension, after thirty 
years’ of active service. He declares 
he is not too old to fight, but that the 
Government thinks he is. His experi- 
ence was especially interesting because 
the Salvation Army officer in charge 
of the hut near his station was Miss 
Cora Van Norden, daughter of Walter 
M. Van Norden, the banker. The Ser- 
geant gave this as his first experience 
with the Salvation Army in France: 

‘“‘ During a day in Winter the Ameri- 
can artillery passed through the little 
town in which my supply station stood 
Every time a horse played out the ani- 
mal was simply cut out and one of the 
men was ordered to stay with the 
horse, while the rest moved on. Late 
_in the day word came to me tHat one of 
these artillerymen had been left with 
a tired horse about a mile out. It was 
bitter cold and there was some eighteén 
inches of ice on the road. There the 
poor fellow was out in the wilderness 
standing by his horse. Well, I went out 
and with an imijection of strychnine 
fixed up the horse and’ got both horse 
and man back to the station. There 
was a Salvation Army hut near. I had 
never been there, but I had heard of it. 
1 said to the soldier, ‘ You go in there 
and try and get warm while I see what 
j can get you to eat. 

‘*] put up the horse and then went to 
jeok for the soldier. I found him. He 
iad on an army overcoat and his feet 
.vere wrapped in blankets and his under- 
ciothes were hung up before a little 
stove in which green wood was making 
un attempt to burn. There was Miss 
Van Norden looking after his under- 
clothes and seeing that they got dried 
out. 

«* Had anything to eat?’ says I. 
“ oni ’“said he, and he had.’’ 

What was really a revelation to the 
Sergeant, he saia, was the fact that 
\omen could be any good at the front. 
Tie had supposed women would be use-. 
jess there. His own experiénce showed 
iim, he testified, that good women were 
ot great influence, and\ that no one 
could estimate the benef hey are in 
helping homesick boys over rough 
-piaces, giving good advice, keeping home 
ties unbroken, and building up the 
wiorale of the army. 

Miss Van Norden, when the orders 
came to move up to the front, insisted 
that she and her girl workers were 
going, and they did go, and the Ser- 
veant said they persuaded him to haul 
their outfit. here was great interest 
as he told of the ruin in which Miss 
Van Norden had established a hut, set 
up the old Government stove, and 
opened a physical and spiritual centre 
for the men going from and coming 
into the first-line trenches. The hut 
is a house wrecked by shells, and the 
eniy roof. was a canvas stretched over 
the four bare walls, 

Miss Van Norden established her hut 
s9 near the front that the big guns were 
on a line with it, and some of the small- 
‘r guns, just ahead. The workers were 
nearer the front than those of any other 
organization. The Sergeant said he 
remonstrated when Miss Van Norden 
wanted him to haul her outfit so near 
the danger zone. ‘‘I am going to the 
front with this command,” she told him. 
‘‘ What if we do sacrifice a few of our 
women? The men must be looked after, 
and that is what we are here for. There 
are many women in the world.’’ 

A tribute from Sir Douglas Haig was 
read, in which he said: 

“The Salvation Army workers have 
shown themselves to be of the right sort, 
and I value their presence here as being 
‘one of the best influences on the moral 
and spiritual welfare of the troops at 
the bases. The inestimable value of 
these influences is realized when the 
morale of the troops is afterward put 
to the test at the front.” 

Commander Booth made an earnest ap- 
peal for funds. She said the organiza- 
iion had the men and women, but needed 
rioney. The drive will be made in the 
week of May 5-12. 


“WET” VOTES ALL COUNTED. 


2.557 Majority In Mount Vernon 
and 1,514 in New Rochelle. 


Final figures of the vote cast on April 
17 in Mount Vernon and New Rochelle 
made public yesterday show the vote in 
Mount Vernon was wet, 7,027;,dry, 4,470. 
In New Rochelle the wet vote was 5,232, 
as against 3,718 votes that the town go 
dry.

SAYSVOUCHERSWERE FALSE 


Money. Obtained on Receipts” for 
Copper Sulphate: Which Was Not 
Found in Warehouse. 


Ernesto Madero, ex-Minister of . Fi- 
nance of Mexico during the administra- 
tion of his nephew, the late President 
Francisco I. Madero, was arrested last 


night at the office of Assistant District, 


Attorney Pecora when he responded to 
a notice servedion him by Lieutenant 
Busby of the neutrality squad of an 
indictment charging him ‘with , the lar- 
ceny of $102,900 from the National Bank 
of: Commerce. Madero was arraigned 
before Judge Mulqueen of General Ses- 
sions ‘and was held in bail of $25,000. It 
is alléged in the indictment that the 
money was obtained by the presenta- 
tion of receipts purporting to be. ware- 
house vouchers for 1,741 batrels of cop- 
per sulphate held for the order of the 
Greek Government. 

After the downfall of President Ma- 
dero, Ernesto Madero and his brothers, 
Salvador, who 
Texas, and Alberto, came here and or- 
ganized the Madero Brothers,. Incor- 
porated, with an authorized capital of 
$1,000,000, for -a general commission 
business. The firm's office is at 100 
John: Street, extending through to. 15 
Platt Street. In the same building are 
the New York Harbor Warehouse Com- 
pany and the Keystone Chémical Com- 
pany, a Pennsylvania corporation, both 
of which are said to be controlled by 
Madero, Brothers. 

The District Attorney charges that the 
Keystone Chemical Company deposited 
receipts with the bank purporting to 
show that it had 758 barrels of copper 
sulphate stored with the New York 
Harbor Warehouse Company, and that 
Madero Brothers deposited receipts for 
983 barrels, but that no copper sulphate 
as fnentioned in the vouchers was then 
in the warehouse to the credit of either 
concern. ; 

A letter of credit, said to have come 
from the Greek Government, had been 
deposited in the National Bank of Com- 
merce by the Greek’ agents, Gyftakis- 
Georgopoulos Company, in Broad Street, 
to cover the amount of the purchase of 
copper sulphate for munitions. This 
letter of credit was about to expire 
when the vouchers were presented, it is 
alleged by the District Attorney. 

In February officers of the army and 
navy seized thirty-two cases of acid on 
Pier 7, Brooklyn, which came from the 
chemical department of Madero Broth- 
ers, it wag claimed, and in which, it 
was asserted, a aubstitute of salicylic 
acid had been used in an order for 
quinine for shipment abroad. This case 
has no connection with the present 
charge, -buit at that time the general 
manager for Madero Brothers, Donco 
L. Milic, was arrested. He has since 
been in thé Tombs and he is jointly in- 
dicted with Madero in the bank case. 
One other indicted official has not been 
arrested. District Attorney Swann said 
that Ernesto Madero’s brothers were 
not involved at all in tne charge made 
by the bank.

Suffrage Council Urges Passage of 
the Anthony Amendment. 


INDIANAPOLIS,. April 19.—The Ex-/ 
ecutive Board of the National American 
Suffrage Association adjourned its 
council here ‘late this afternoon with- 
out taking any action looking to the 
removal of headquarters of the associa- 
tion from Washington to a Middle 
Western city.

COLONEL GEORGE POPE, 
MANUFACTURER, DIES 


President of the National Associa- 
tion for 25 Years Succunibs 
-in Hartford at 74, ~

HARTFORD, Conn, April 19.—Colonel 
George Pope, President of the National 
Association. of Manufacturers and for- 
mer Treasurer of the Pope Manufactur- 
ing Company of Hartford, died at his 
‘home here today in his seventy-fifth 
year. Colonel Pope. was re-elected for 
his twenty-fourth term as President .of 
the manufacturers’: association in > 1916. 
He had been prominently. identified with 
local .commercial and -business organi- 
zations, and in the campaign of 1896 was 
a Presidential Elector at large in Con- 
necticut. 

Colonel. Pope was connected with the 
Pope Manufacturing Company {n° vari- 
ous capacities since’ 1890, when -he- be- 
came President of the Hartford Cycle 
Company,-a branch of the old Pope 
Cycle Company founded and presided 
over by his cousin, the late Colonel Al- 
bert A. Pope. In 1899, when many bi- 
cycle interests of the country were con- 


solidated and merged into the American 
Bicycle Company, George Pope became 
Vice President of the concern, and later 
President of the reorganized Pope Man- 
ufacturing Company. 

He had been Chairman of the Show 
Committee of the Association of Li- 
censed Automobile Manufacturers and 
the Automobile Board of Trade, and it 
was largely through his efforts that 
the early automobile shows. were suc- 
cesses. He haa active charge of the 
work in the New York shows from 1903 
to 1913. At the time of his death he 
was Treasurer of the Automobile Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

George Pope was born in Boston, 
Mass., Jan. 9, 1844, of an old New Eng- 
land Puritan family. At the age of 4 
his parents moved to Brookline, Mass., 
where later the boy attended the pub- 
lic schools. At 16 he began his busi- 
ness career in a wholesale dry goods 
house, and fn 1862 enlisted in a Massa- 
chusetts regiment for service in the 
civil war. In August, 1865, he was hon- 
orably discharged with the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel of the 54th Massa- 
chusetts regiment. 

Colonel Pope is survived by a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Charles H. Gillette of Hart- 
ford, and a brother, who lives in Boston.

_A Problem of ‘Repatriating’ German- 
Americans by a Campaign 
of Education. 





By HERMANN HAGEDORN. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have been greatly interested in the 
letters drawn. forth by Professor 
Francke’s open letter to me in answer 
to the question: “Where do you 
stand?.”” which I recently propounded 
in a little book addressed to Americans 
of German origin. Will you allow me to 
say &@ word or two in reference to one 
of these replies? 

Robert T. Morris in last Sunday’s issue 
writes: 

Professor Francke holds that it is wrong 
. for us to develop a hatred for everything 

German. He is quite right about that, but 

it is the German Government which has de- 

stroyed our sense of proportiqn temporar- 
tly. 

In that statement Mr. Morris hits on 
a vital point. One of the grievances 
which the average American of Ger- 
man origin cherishes most persistently 
against his fellow-citizens is the fact 
that, whereas American newspapers 
made much of the atrocities of the Ger- 
mans in Belgium, they paid no attention 
whatever to what he believes, rightly or 
wrongly, to have been the more exten- 
sive, more cruel, and better authenti- 
cated atrocities of the Russians in East 
Prussia. 

The trouble was, of course, that dur- 
ity the first week of the war,a large 
part of the American people came to the 
conclusion, rightly or wrongly, thdt the 
ways of the German Government were 
most extraordinary ways for a sup- 
posedly modern and oivilized State. Her 
stiff support of Austria’s ultimatum to 
Serbia, with its strangely mediaeval 
reference to what was due the dignity 
of the dynasty, her own ultimatum to 
Belgium, the “ scrap of paper ’’ phrase, 
Louvain, Dinant, reports of the shooting 
of hostages and other atrocities, 
sharply alienated American sympathy 
at the very start. When, shortly after, 
East Prussia was invaded by the Rus- 
sian armies, none too gently we may 
well believe, and Germany. called the at- 
tention of the world to the atrocities 
committed on her own men and women 
end children, that part of the world 
which resided in America said: ‘ Ger- 
many, you can’t talk. You brought it 
on yourself. You have been biting the 
other fellow’s ear and now you expect 

- Sympathy because he turns and bites 
yours, You won't get it from me:”’ 

It was inevitable. Any other attitude 
would have been less than human. The 
American is naturally fair-minded. But 
he also has a sense of humor. If, as 
many German-Americans aver, the 
American’s sense of proportion was 
warped, it was Germany herself that 
warped it. 

The same point holds in our own do- 
mestic -relations with Germanism. As 
late as'July and August, 1917, four 
iwonths after. we entered the war, 
certain German-language newspapers 
were still speaking in the most “‘ fanat- 
ical ’’ terms of America, her aims and 
her assoglates in the war. Extreme calls 

. Out extreme. A fanatic on one side in- 
evitably draws fire from a fanatic on 
the other. Revelations concérning the 
persistent and highly successful at- 
tempts of the friends of Germanism in. 
the past to spread the influence of Ger- 
man language and culture through the 
grade schools have stirred the Amer- 
ican people to a hot desire to work as 
persistently and successfully to stamp 
out that influence. That also is in- 
evitable and natural. It is unfair to 
condemn the ‘ fanaticism.” of the peo- 
ple who are seeking td ban the German 
language from the grammar _ schools 
unless one also condemns the “ fanat- 

/ icism’’ of the people who, through po- 
litical influence, and, we believe, for 
political reasons which had nothing to 
do with America and Americanism, 
first put it there. ; 

It is the Germans, with their fanatical 
belief in themselves and their system, 
who have taught the easy-going peoples 
of: the democracies of the world to be 
fanatics. They have no right to pro- 
test if we have learned our new part too 
well. That is always the trouble with 
converts. 

But there is another side to this mat- 
ter. Professor Francke hag definitely 
stated where he stands. He stands with 
and for America, ‘‘ determined to up- 
hold our Government * * * in its policy 
of forcing Germany to accept a peace | 
\which will, indeed. make the world safe! 
for democracy.’’ Is it not a little un- 
generous to descend too forcibly on cer- 
tain “ifs’’ and ‘‘ buts’’ which reveal 
perhaps a lacerated heart, but in no 
Wise modify the essential statement of 
his allegiance? Americans of whatever 
origin have a right to be grateful to 
Professor Francke. Dupimg the gray 
years of our-unhappy ®eutrality, while 
pro-Germans ‘were hatohing new socie- 
ties every morith for the aid of Ger- 
many and the discomfort of the United 
States, it was Kuno Francke who, in a 
ringing letter to Congressman Bartholdt 
of Missouri, declared that he was an 
American citizen, recognizing only one 
allegiance and refusing to have any- 
thing whatever to do with any organi- 
zation which seemed to him hyphenated 
in its spirit and its aims. During those 
lamentable. thiee years, Professor 
Francke was, as far as I can remem- 
ber, thé only- prominent American of 
Gérman birth who toek that position. 
Germany recognized that he had burned 
his bridges, if America did not; for in 
\he Vossjsche Zeitung, Professor Kuno 
Meyer, once German Exchange Profes- 
sor, attacked Professor Francke with 
a scurrilous ragé which showed that 
he, at least, had no doubt at all on 
which side his former colleague had 
taken his stand. 

But matters touching merely indi- 
viduals are of small importance these 
days, and thé quéstion who first played 
the fanatic is academic. A matter that 
is of ovérwhelming importance and a 
qavestion that is vital and immedia 
is the German-American situation an 
the question whether the American 
people are going to move toward a 
deeper and purer unity than they have 
ever known, or whether they are going 
tO move toward separatism, racial 
feuds, and: natidOnal disintegration In 
other words, it is ® condition and not 
@ theory which confronts us. 

There are—estimates vary—so and s0 
many millions of Americans of recent 
German origin now living in the United 
States. These millions have in the 
past proved excgjlent citizens, jhonest,

business. The fact that they are se 
“in Dutch ’’-ig due less to any mani- 
festations of sudden depravity or their 
part than to inane leadership. The 
editors of ‘some of the German-lan- 
guage. hewspapers and ‘the  short- 
sighte@ and pompous gentlemen .who 
pretended to speak for the so-called 
German population during the years pre- 
ceding our’ entrance into the war led 
the German-Americans into the quick- 
sands. But, be it never forgotten, 
American statesmen and politicians, 
Republicans and Democrats, with one 
or two notable exceptions, hopelessly 
Ppussyfooted on the German-American 
situation, playing fast and loose with 
the German-Americans, scolding them 
one day, flattering them the next, gun- 
ning for their votes always. What the 
German-Americans needed. was some 
one to hammer info their heads per- 
sistently, unmistakably, certain Amer- 


jAcan conceptions of what constitutes 


right and what constitutes wrong. 
American politicians were constantly 
blurring the issues; from a very ocean 
of talk arose no image, clearly out- 
ned, of any unskakable rock of Amer- 
ican conviction and. purpose. On the 
American side, all was, in a sense; in 
flux. On the German side; however, 
in the preachments of German agents 
and propagandists, there was no blur- 
ring of anything. .Germany was the 
greatest country in the world, republics 
were hopelessly inefficient, democracy 
was a sham and a deludion, and so 
forth and so on, straight from the 
shoulder, definite, clear. 

@ German-Americans followed the 

only leaders who seemed to them to 
know where they were reglly going 
and who earnestly intended getting 
there. ‘ 
The American Government and that 
part of the American people which is 
not of German origin are now, thanks 
largely to the groping ineptitude of our 
national leaders, confronted with the 
problem of, in a sense, repatriating some 
millions of men and women who, during 
the years preceding our entrance into 
the war, were wooed and, to some ex- 
tent, won again by the country they 
had all but put behind them It is a 
grave problem’ that must be met if we 
are not henceforth to waste our: time in 
futile reofal squabbles. It cannot be 
mét wiii rancor. It cannot be met with 
abuse, It cannot be met with lynch law. 
It can be met and solved only by an 
exhibition on both sides of that fair- 
mindedness on which Americans pride 
themselves. The great body of Ameri- 
cans of German origin are absolutely 
loyal. They know that Amer is their 
home, their only possible home hence- 
forth. A good many of them realize that 
somehow or other they have been run- 
nitig on the wrong track these last 
three years. They- want to get, back to 
the main ling. They want to feel that 
they ‘ belong.” 
In that mental attitude Mes a great 
opportunity for other Americans. The 
German-Americans can bé won over ab- 
solutely by an expression on the part of 
other Americans of trust and desire for 
friendly co-operation. Do these other 
Americans want to root out German se- 
cret agents? No one wants to root 
them out more ardently than the Ger- 
man-American, for he recognizes that 
every misdeed of a German agent makes 
his own position more difficuft. Do 
these other Americans want men and 
women for work on Liberty Loan Com- 
mittee®, Red Cross Committees, and 
the like? The majority of German- 
Americans are hungry for an opportu- 
nity to work shoulder to shoulder with 
their fellow-citizens. They Jon’t want 
to be made to feel that they are out- 
side the pale. : 

There is one infallible means to make 
German-Americans into straight Ameri- 
cans. And that is to treat them as such 
until they prove themselves otherwise. 

The American people cannot afford to 
allow a new race question to grow like 
a cancer and weaken and pervert their} 
national life. They cannot afford to 
yield their judgment to easy generaliza- 
tions, to give way to hysteria; and, be- 
cause they hate the nation’s enemy, to 
tar and feather fellow-citizens whose 
only crime may be that they do not 
understand the issues. . 

We must not abuse. We must educate. 
We must send missionaries to the dark 
jungles of pro-Germanism which sstill 
exists here and there through the coun- 


pathetic hearts to reason with those peo- 
ple; not men with masks to harry them 
and ride them on rails. Every singié 
German-American won Over to our great 
cause by friendly persuasion will in 
time win over twenty. 

Come, let us reason together! 

We Americans are proud that our in- 
stitutidbns are based primarily not on 
physical force ‘but on reason. Now, 
when they are put to the test as they 
have never before been put to the test, 
let as not reject the high principle on 
which they rest for that self-destructive 


on the fields of Picardy, Force will 
never win over the German-Americans. 
Reason will. We havé truth, right, and 
justice on our side. All we need is to 
present our cause clearly and sympa- 
thetically to the German-Americans, and 
they will be ours, heart and soul and 
mind, 

This is not a work that the Govern- 
ment can do. It is 2 work that can be 
done_only by the private: citizéns, pos- 
sibly only by men and women who are 
of German origin themsélves, who to 
some extent have suffered in their hearts 
and consciences as many German-Ameri- 
cans are still suffering. -It is a cause 
to which Americans of German origin,» 
who have found ease and happiness in 
America, might well give their thou- 
sands. Much is at stake. The unity of 
our people i8 at stake, the future peace 
and‘ contentment of the children of these 
very Americans of German origin are at 
stake. It may be that the very life of 
our country is at stake. 

United we stand, divided we fault 
Our soldiers are fighting for our liber- 
ties in France and Flanders. It is our 
part, with every ounce of heart and 
mind and spirit we possess, to work for 
harmony’ and co-operation at homie, so 
that-when we strike at last in the holy 
cause, our sthoke may be sure and clear 
and decisive.

THE WHOLE TRUTH. 


Facts About German Atrocities 
Should Not Be Blinked. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: - 

A reviewer opines of Toynbee’s ‘‘The 
German Terror in Belgium” that ‘‘the 
book may be cheerfully recommended to 
those who wish to have the subject .of 
German- atrocities prestnted convinc- 
ingly and without too miuch repetition; 
others had better leave it alone.” He 
might have added, without destroying 
the impression he leaves: ‘‘There's no 
accounting for tastes.” 

Convinced, as I am, that every Amer- 
ican ought to know what we are facing 
in this righteous conflict of ours, I 
am much irritated by sentiments of this 
order, and by subtle insinuations lead- 
ing im the*same direction. I will not 
seek to develop the implications of what 
I have quoted, except to remark that an 
indefinite:number of ‘“‘others’’ are ad- 
monished, in phraseology familiar 
enough in the mouths of exhorters 
against lurking’ evil, not to seek’ the 
whole truth. ,The only réason for not 
knowing the whole truth, however, is 
that the part not sought is trivial or 
is somehow improper under the circum- 
stances. 

Now the fact that tie Germans com- 
mitted these atrocities is not trivial; it 
is, rather, the quintessence of the whole 
matter. It is supremely indicative of the 
sort of adversary we face. It is omi- 
nous of what we have to expect if we 
fall under German power. Atrocity is 
the dominant chord of the whole boche. 
symphony. Only the fool can fail to ap- 
prehend that knowledge of the atroci- 
ties is the exact opposite of knowledge 
of the trivial, 

And when is it improper to know es- 
sential truth? When one is a child, 
perhaps, and needs a guardian. But are 
these ‘‘others” in that minor status? 
If not, it ig an insult to their intelli- 
@ence to take the didactic attitude and 
sententiously warn them to “leave it 
alone.”’ And what is it that they are 
advised to shut their eyes to? To the 
peril of all that they most love on earth; 
to the honor of-their women, the re- 
spect and well-being af thé old, the 
bodies, minds, and souls of their chil- 
dren. Or, less selfishly, to the suffer- 
ings of the helpless that cry for ven- 
geance—a cry that cannot fail to touch 
the heart and rouse the wrath of any 
decent man—a cry that, we are told, 
God himself is mindful of. Is it im- 
proper to know of these evil deeds, and 
to meditate not alone on saving our 
own girls from the cutrager, but also 
on avenging the despoiled young wo- 
manhood of France, Belgium, Poland, 
and now, at length, Italy? 

People who deprecate spreading un- 
pleasant information that ought to rouse 
righteous wrath are usually under the 
Gomination, in a safe place, of some 
lofty ethical theory that precludes see- 
ing life as it is. They want us to 
fight, not in wrath, but for ‘‘a princi- 
ple.” Some of them have been urging 
us to follow the spiritual lead of Lenine 
and Trotzky toward the unsullied democ- 
racy of the future. They blame the 
Allies for the Russian collapse. They 
pin their. faith to exalted sentiment and 
talk—but, before all, to talk. This talk 
is what oné rightminded man referred 
to when he said that Russia had been 
ruined by piffle.- 

I have not referred to atrocities on 
property. They should not be blinked 
either, but they are triyial” compared 
with those practiced on helpless human 
beings. However, all the various forms 
of atrocity belong to the same species, 
and to suggest. ignoring them is to sug- 
gest that we shall not face the issue. 
Public sentiment is not fully informed 
unless the facts attested by Bryce, 
Toynbee and others are thoroughly and 
widely known. Such facts can be un- 
derstood and reacted wholesomely upon. 
People who want to have them ignored 
are not after a wholesome, natural 
public opinion, but are nursing up some 
prepossession of their own.

HIGH COST OF CHARITY. 


Prices for Materials Used in War 
Rellef Work Are Soaring. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

To a woman deeply interested in 
French relief work for the past thré 
years, and for the past year in the 
Red Cross work, as well, it ia very dis- 
heartening to see how little our funds 
buy in comparison with their purchasing 
power of two yéars, or even one year, 
ago. This work depends almost wholly 
6n cotton and wool. 

Is it just to the people who aré urged 
to give, and is it a wise policy on the 
part of the Government to allow, such 
unprecedented prices for cotton and 
woolwholly inexcusable and resulting 
in immoderately great fortunes for a 
few and in great loss to our soldiers 
and allies? It means simply this—that 
the money collected for war relief, if- 
cluding the Red Cross, buys about one- 
third the quantity it should buy. 

One hears complaints on all sides— 
from Red Cross chapters, French relief 
branches and many others—that the 
people give generously of their money to 
buy supplies and of their time to make 
these supplies into surgical dressings, 
hospital garments, &c.—but that at the 
present exorbitant and constantly in- 
créasing prices ft is impossible to keep 
enough material on hand for the work- 
erg. 

My own expérience in buying outing 
flannel for the local Committee . of 
French Relief is a concrete example. A 
little over two years ago I bought a 
fine grade~of gray outing flannel at 9% 
cents wholesale. At present for\a very 
much inferior quality, narrower in 
width, I pay 22% cents. The price of a 
quality equal to the original is from 80 
to 40 cents per yard. Another instance 
of this: I have had several orders of 
long cloth recently at 18% cents per 
yard, one yard in width. The last ship- 


ment came 3 inches yt and cost 

16 cents per yard. manufacturer 
ains in three ways—First, by the great 
ncreasée in price; sécond, by the marked 

decrease in quality, and third, by.,the 
to 8 inchds deducted from the width. 
Is the Government powerless to. pre- 

vent this profiteering at the expense of

Are You Doing All You Can 
For Your Country in the War P| 





To the Hditor of The New York Ttines: 

Why we are at. war with Germany 
cannot be restated toa often. Not only 
must it be made clear to our minds, 
‘but to our souls also. We must feel it 
rt and through. For this reason 

I shall here maké an attempt to present 
it briefly from a new angle. 

The two great fundamental laws that 
control man are the law of self-preserva- 
tion and the law of conimon interest. 
The tirst law is common not only to 
man but to the entire animal kingdom. 
The second is common only to man. It 
comprehenhds patriotism, loyalty, love, 

Now, the difference between the two 
great systems of government as repre- 
sented by Germany and ourselves is 
that Germany compels the individual to 
give up his all to the State by a rigid 
military system imposed by a few aute- 
crdts, and we leave it to the individual 
himself to decide how much he will give 
to the State. That is precisely why 
Germany has had such success in the 
war tq date, and it is precisely why Ger- 
many is bound to lose in the end. 

When you can impose your will upon 
another yéu get more immediate re- 
sults, but you can never get beyond a 
certain point because you~bring out all 
of his strength in the shortest possible 
time, and after this has been done the 
individual has no more inherent power 
in him. That is why the soldfers of the 


Allies are so much better individual’ 


fighters than the Germans. 

But where patriotism and loyalty and 
sacrifice are voluntary, it takes longer 
in the beginning to wake people up. It 
is just the difference between slavery 
and freedqm. 

What we are fighting for today is not 
only the freedom of the body but the 
freedom of the soul.. We are God’s 
creatures, and each one of us, if he 
has at all developed @ soul, knows that 
his own battle with the world must be 
between him and his God, untrammeled 
by the arbitrary rule of any military 
authority. Each one of us, with all of 
his faults, propeses to have the privi- 
lege of winning for himself his owm 
salvation and the salvation of his chil- 
dren’s: children. This is democracy. 
This is freedom. This is why we, as @ 
nation, will fight the powers of dark- 
ness until we have shed our last drop 
of blood. 

Now put this question up to yourself, 
friend and neighbor, and ask yourself 
just what you are now doing. Remem- 
ber, you cannot escape, If you évade 
the issue of this war, and secretly take 
measures to safeguard your own inter- 
ests, you are adding not only to the 
sacrifice that you will inevitably have 
to make, but to the burden of shame 
that later on you will find will press 
heavier and heavier upon you. Believe 
me when I say that there is no agony 
like the agony of the traitor, and,

whether it be in greater or less meas- 
ure, overy man is a'traitor to his coun- 
try in this supreme hour unless he of- 
ters of himself forthwith as much as 
he can give or do to his country’s call, 

One word mors. In ordinary 
men of a community. ate divided into 
two classes, narmiely, a smal! body of 
naturally publio-spirited citizens who 
take an interest in public affairs and do 
the necessary work, and the great body 
of citizens who do not take any inter- 
est in public affairs, leaving this te’ 
others, and are principally engaged in 
attending to their own. I mean no criti- 
cism of them. Their talent does not 
lean in the direction of Hublic affairs. 

But, now is the time to ask yourself 
to which of these two classes you be- 
long. If you belong to the first, 
your very habit of doing things for the 
Public interest has probably. been suf- 
fient to launch you into the war in all} 
the/ ways that you are most officient. . 

t suppose you belong to the second 
and majority class? 

What are you doing? And what ought 
you to do? : 

Are you trying to put off the thought 
of the war in your mind, hoping that it 
may end without your having to do any- 
thing? 

Are . you making: an outward fuss 
aboutdt, and bewalling the fact that you 
cannot do any more, while you are 
secretly trying to protect yourself in 
every way? 

Now let me tell you what you ought 
to do: 

First.—Decide that you will do all ,you 
can. After you have made this decision, 
look about and see what you can do. 
And do it. You will be astonished how 
things will come to you. 

Second.—Never refuse to do anything. 
Respond to every call. 

Third.—Bear in mind this rule, that 
you have two duties, one to yourself-and 
those dependent upon you, and the other 
to your country. You must give up 
everything you have to the country that 
is not necessary to maintain yourself as 
an efficient unit. Where you draw this 
line depends upon yourself. ‘But, as you 
aré an American and a man, you have 
got to draw it squarely, without any 
reservations. 

Fourth.—Every act of your life is in 
itvelf a decision either for or against the 
Kaiser. , Every dollar, that you spend 
must be justified in your heart and soul. 
This does not mean that you are to be- 
come @ grouch. On the contrary, it 
means a new vision. 

Fifth.—Help the Government directly 
by buying all the Liberty bonds you can, 
when the loans are’offered, and between 
times by saving food and investing in 
thrift stamps and war certificates.

Volunteers and Conscripts. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is very unfortunate that there sur- 
vives still an odious association with 
ithe term conscription, which has not 
been removed by the attempt to subati- 
tute the more kindly term selective. 
draft. It is agreed on all hands that 
conscription is the only wise way to 
raise a large and efficient army and at 
the same time to maintain the vast vital 
industries, which must be kept going 
at top speed_in order to supply the 
fighting forces with nécessary equip- 
ment. 

Is it true, then, that we may pay all 
honor tothe men retained at their safe 
jobs ‘and must put a astigma {pon the 
man at the place of danger, who is 
there because he is ordered to go and 
not because he offered his services? I 
am quite sure that the drafted man may 
have just as much honor as the volun- 
teexn and he may have just as much 
self-Pespect. 

The military forces go to the front 
when they are called out by the proper 
authorities. It would. be absurd to 
think that they should go when and 
where they fancied. That was precisely 
the condition which undid the Russian 
armies. As soon as théy were informed 
that they could elect their own officers 
and control their movements they bé- 
came @ voluntary mob, and were of no 
more use as an army. It follows, then, 
that in the composition of the fighting 
force there is no stigma rightly placed 
on any one who waits until he is called 
to the colors, provided that he responds 


gracefully when the call comes. 


Our Lord said to the disciples whom 
He had summoned to a life of privation, 
hardship and danger: ‘‘Ye did not 
choose Me, but I chose you.” Surely 
He did not mean that it was to their 
discredit that they were conscripts 
rather than volunteers. Any busihess 
cdéncern knows. that it would be fatal to 
allow its affairs to be run by volunteers. 
Sunday schools are often very deficient 


honor 


as educational § institutions because 
usually the only teachers they can get 
are volunteers. In civil life the greatest 
s attached to a position which 
has come to an incumbent unsought. 
In the sacred ministry one would be 
ashamed to hold a chargé that he ob- 
tained by self-seeking. 

No one is ashamed because he does 
not pay taxes voluntarily, but only in 
response to the demand of the State. In 
placing our Liberty Loans an apportion- 
ment is made for each locality, and there 
is no stigma on the place that does what 
is asked of it. Indeed, there is a mark 
of honor. I have seen it stated that if 
the loan were not subscribed the Gov- 
ernment would take it by assessment, 
and’ such a method is at all events 
sound in principle, 

It seems clear that every good citi- 
zen should accord full honor to the na- 
tional army, which is, composed of 
drafted men, and that the drafted man 
should realize that his honorable place 
is not compromised because he waited 
until he was called. There, are many 
of them who would rush to volunteer 
80 as tO escape what they conceive to 
be the fgnominy of the draft. They are 
mistaken, The only possible ignominy 
comes from their own course, when 
they make—as too many do—all sorts of 
ridiculous claims for exemption, and 
when they pose a8 martyrs, feeling and 
acting as if they were being led to gail. 
Let them realize that their neighbors 
look upon their summons as a call to 
honor, and -let them go to the colors 
with a full measure of self-respect. 

The draft is the only thing that per- 
mits those of us who ate not called to 
hold up opr heads. I am envious of 
every man’I meet who has the distinc- 
tion of the privilege of wearing his 
country’s uniform. Should the land of 
my fathers summon me I should ac- 
count it the greatest honor of my Iife.

NONESSENTIAL INDUSTRIES. 


The British Method of Dealing with 
Them and with Labor Questions. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The policy followed by the British 
Government fog the regulation of non- 
éssential industries ¢liminatés many of 
the difficulties experienced by our manh- 
ufacturers under the present ineffica- 
Cious system. In England all industries 
are considered nonessential that are not 
ditectly necessary for the succéssful 
conduct of; the war; but because an ih- 
dustry is nonessential it is by no means 
discouraged or forbidden, provided it 
does not usé materials that are required 
in some other industry manufacturing 
war materials. On the contfarye all 
kinds of businesses have been encour- 
aged to Bo on éxactly as in peace time, 
subject only to regulations relating to 
raw Waterials and labor; for labor, of 
coursé, is scarce in England, and, when- 
ever required for thé making of war 
materials, must not be Spared for. hon- 
essential industries. The fact, however, 
that all labor is engaged through Goy- 
ernment employment agencies makes }p 
the control very simple, and every man- 
ufacturer. may know on inquiry, at all 
times, exactly where he stands. 

British nonessential industries that re- 
quire iron or steel, or, in general, any 
class of metal, are practically afta stand- 
still, because all of these materials are 
required for the war industries, and 
there is nothiag to spare. ut evén 
small manufacturers in the machine in: 
dustries have been given war contracts, 
so that their shops are- usually well 
filled with work, even if they have been 
forced for the time being to give up 
their regular line of manufacture. 





The manner in which Great Britain 





has handled the labor problem also 
points a lesson for us. Both labor and 
capital are governed by the War Muni- 
tions act, but this act was not adopted 
by a number of politicians. Every para- 
graph in it was accepted after it ha@ 
beén agreed to by the, Government offi- 
cials, the manufacturers’ associations, 
ahd the labor union officials in Joint 
conférence. This act places all factories 
making war materials theoretically un- 
der Government control, although this 
control is je rere only in case it be- 
comés absolutely necessary.

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MR. BAKER'S CRITICS. 


A Reply to the Article by Professor 
A. GB. Hart. * 


To the Hatior of The Now York Times: 

In his article in lagt Sunday's Timms 
Professor Hart uses toward -the Secre-. 
tary of War the sort of language that 
‘Silas Wege used to Mr, Boffin when 
he thought the time was ripe for ‘‘ drop- 
ping down on" him. Note, for instance, 
the studied familiarity of his constant- 
this way.” “It’s this 
way: You are the man who took this 
responsibility.” And so on,‘again and 
again. ; 

One cannot but fear that, since their 
astounded eyes. beheld Woodrow Wil- 
'{son, within the space’ of three sho 
years, pass from the respectable but 
somewhat restricted circle of academic 
iffe to the foremost place in the coun- 
ofla of the world, the minds of certain 
professors have been troubled by a new 
self-consciousness. .But one about to 
Tgunch Into the world of practical state- 
craft should get up more facts on his 
subject than does Professor Hart. Al- 
| though he tells Mr. Baker, with much 
offensive repetition, that he is “‘ not-up 
to the job,’’ Professor Hart furnishes 
his readers with no facts on which they 
can come to the same conclusion. 

In truth, there is but a single speci- 
fication toall his charges; that is the 
pretended breakdown of the airplane 
program. And. here it seems that Pro- 
fessor Hart shares the view of that 
legendary officer on a court-martial 
who, when asked what was the evi- 
dence proving the charge, snorted: 
"Evidence? Why, the charge is proved 
in the specifications.” The opin- 
fons expressed on the floor by two 
Senators, to whatever respect entitled, 
are not evidence. Now that the facts 
have been made public, the country 
realizes that, although its too sanguine 
expectations may have been disappoint- 
ed, solid foundations have been laid for 
the development an@ maintenance of a 
formidablé aerial force. 

It fs no small thing that a country 
in whieh at the beginning of the war 
there were but twenty-six men Who 
coum fly finds itself at the end of a 
year with a corps of filers greater in 
number than that of any other bellig- 
erent, and with perfected facilities for 
the production of battleplanes on a 
hitherto uneqvaled scale. The magnhi- 
tude of the accomplishment is to be 
measured, not by popular hopes, but 
by the state of things at the beginning 
of the war and the comparative ac- 
complishment of other belligerents dur- 
ing a corresponding period, — 

Such a consideration will make man- 
ifest the amateurish and unscientific 
character of Professor Hart’s criticism. 
His attack {s based upon two asgump- 
tions: First, that an overwhelming su- 
periority in a single arm, such as the 
airplané, would prove decisive in this 
war; secondly, that the attainment of 
such an overwhelming superiority is 
easily within our reach. The very 
crown of his argument is that, ‘If 
we could have had about 84,000 or 8,400 
airplanes on the front, before the re- 
cent German drive, the Huns could not 
have made that awful bulge in the 
allied defense.” — 

If these assumptions were sound and 
a decisive advantage could be obtained 
fer one belligerent ‘‘ by a proper com- 
bination of wood and ateel and alu- 
minium and cloth, with a comparatively 
small amount of man power,” -does he 
not realize that this advantage would 
long since have been seized by ore of 
the powers engaged in the war before 
we entered it? For there is no one of 
then: that does not possess 5400 or 84,000 
men ready to be diverted from land 
service to air service, if any such num- 
ber of men can anywhere be converted 
into expert aviators. Nor, on the other 
hand, were the ‘“‘ wood and steel and 
aluminium and cloth,” by the ‘‘ proper 
combination "’ of which Professor Hart 
says this great advantage could be 
gained, any less ‘accessible to the Brit- 
ish or thé French than oursélves. We 
all Know that more steel is blown to 
pieces in one day’s bombardment than 
would suffice for all the airplanés in 
the world, and, for the British at least, 
the world’s markets of wood and alu- 
minium and cloth were open and the 
purchase money was not lacking. 

We all now see that the development 
of an airplane service requires an ex- 
traordinary co-ordination of an immense 
number of factors, most of which Pro 
fessor Hart chooses to ignore. The 
interdependence of these’ factors estab- 
lishes very rigid limits to the expan- 
sion of such a service. A simple but 
striking illustration is the fact, now gen- 
erally known, as to what the Govern- 
ment has been compélled to do for the 
cultivation of the castor bean in order 
to secure @ supply of the only adequate 
lubricating oil. But this is but one of 
countless factors whose scientifie con- 
catenation is indispensable to the crea- 
tion and maintenance of a large and 
effective flying foree. Now, anybody 
who knows thé Secretary of War, or 
has attentively and impartially observed 
his conduct of public business, will ac- 
knowledge the essentially scientific cast 
of his mind and temperament. ‘ From 
the opening question as. to. draft or no- 
draft: down to the order for brigading 
of American troops with the British, he 
has envisaged this war steadily and 
as a whole—as a vast, complicated and 
essentially scientific problem, for the 
solution of which the indispensable 
thing is organized method and not 
flushes of enthusiasm or of temper. 
.Professor Hart does not hesitate to 
affirm that several living persons, and 
one dead, vig., Secretary Stanton, pos- 
sessed all these great qualities which he 
says Secretary Baker lacks.” A8 a pro-

Fire to Brop Things German-Amer- 
ican and Support an Unqualified 
_ Americanism. 





‘By A GERMAN SUBJECT. 


To the Edttor of The New York Times: 

: May I, by law an enemy alien of Ger- 
man nationality, claim the favor of 
some of your valuable space? I 
perhaps start by saying that I 
lived the better part of my life in Eng- 
land, where I was interned in October, 
1014, and released from internment in 
November, 1014. In September, 1916, J 
obtainéd from the Home Office in Lon-° 
don a permit to leave. England for 
America, and-my English wife and = 
children are still in- England today. 

I have perused with much interest re- 
cent letters,in your paper concerning 
German - Americans, German - language 
papers, &c., and, last but not least, 
views expressed anent ‘ Professor 
Francke's Stand.” ~- 

Mr. Bonar Law said in England in 
the Autumn of 1914: ‘“ We have no 
room in England today for neutrals.” 
Nor ought there to be room, today, 
for neutrals in America. It was, 
I believe, Mr. Gompers who put the 
thing a0 tersely when he said: “ As for 
neutrals, there ain't no such animal.” 
Mr. Gompers is right. Nobody is neu- 
tral in this war. A man is either pro 
or contra. It is not even a question of 
nationality in this war. The highest 
ethi¢s of humanity are at stake, and 
it Vehooves every fight-thinking nation 
and every decent-minded individual to 
help fight the vilest thing that has ever 
Gefiled this earth. No man is. con- 
demned to remain what an accident of 


birth has madé him, but he has the. 


right to be whet in his inmost heart he 
wishes to be. But no man cap ®e twe 
things at orice when they eppose one 
another. As far as this wap is con- 
cerned a man is either an Amesienn or 
a German. If he is an American let 
him show it in thoughts, words, and 
deeds—above all in deeds. If he is a 
German, let him say so, and he might 
obtain credit for having the decency to 
refrain from speech and acts against 
the country whose hospitality he en- 
joys. 

But as to those who are lukewarm 
and who qualify their loyalty, let us 
beware of them. Let America ceage to 
be merely a happy hunting ground for 
dollar chasers. If America is good 
enough to live in @ad to make money 
in, it ought to be good enough to be 
loyal to, to work for, to make sacrifices 
for, and, if need be, to die for.. Let 
Uncle Sam say, ‘‘ Clear Out!” to all 
those who are not prepared to should 
duties and responsibilities when tHey 
claim and enjoy so many rights, priv- 
ileges, and opportunities. It would: make 
America a bétter and a cleaner country 
and Uncle 8am would be the more re- 
spected by the world at lafge. Let us 
have no more German-Americans of 
German-Americanism, fio more Ger- 
man-American Alliances,: and no. mere 
German-American anything. Let us 
have Americans of Germans, and then 
we shall know where we stand. 

If you will afford mé the space, 1 
should like to say a word also regarding 
German-language papers in this coun- 
try. The language question is far more 
important for America than it is for 
Wngland. In Bngland you have prac- 
tically oné homogeneous element, where- 
as in America the population ig still de- 
plorably heterogeneous, much more so 
than ought to be the case. This is re- 
grettable enough, as far as it concerns 
the foreign element of non-German na- 
tionality, but here it. is often a case of 
deficient education and of a childlike 
clinging to old ‘Ways and customs and of 
one generation only. But I am afraid 
that with the vast majority of the for- 
eign“ élement of German nationality it 
is a case of studied German propaganda, 
fostered and paid for by Berlin and. with 
a sinister purpose behind it all. What, 


a; 


after all, 18 more potent itn this world 
than ideas. And the one and only means 
for conveying ideas is language. - Hach 
language possesses certain characteris- 


Ve | tics and conveys certain meanings, cer- 


tain ideas and a certain spirit peculiarly 
its own. So long as a person thinks in 
and speaks a certain idiom he will re- 
main a unit of the nation using that 
idiom, no matter where he may live. I- 
know, of several cases where people of 
German extraction were born in Amer- 
ica. They were taught German at 
school, they spoke German at home, 
and, although well educated and of mid- 
dle age, they still think and express 
themselves in German and have mas- 
tered the English language but imper- 
fectly. ‘They are perfectly nice people, 
but with only ‘a lukewarm feéling for 
America and with an ardent’ love and 
admiration for Germany, a country they 
have never seen and which they know 
by hearsay only. Such people are born 
here, they spend their Hves heré, and 
they die here. Yet they have never been 
Americans in spirit and in truth. What 
is this due to but the fact that they 
have never thought in the one of 
their country? 

America will never again have out an. ‘ 
opportunity as this war presents for 
welding all her elements into one really 
and truly united and enthusiastic natfon, 
and the absolute prohibition of German- 
language papers would go a long way 
toward achieving this end. When the 
war broke out there were two German- 
language papers appearing in London. 
Both of them had the good taste to sus- 
pend publication the'day after war was 
declared. As far as. 1 know, they did so 
without any legal or other pressure being 
brought to bear upon them; but had 
these German papers not shown the de< 
cency and good judgment they dfd, the 
British Government and public opinion 
in England would have interfered 
promptly, and rightly so. German-lan- 
guage papers in America aré a constant 
source of danger and of trouble. If they 
have not the tact to disappear voluntari- 
ly, they should be made to disappear. 
Germans and pro-Germans in this coum- 
try look upon German-language papers 


4as the sole purveyors of truth, and they 


hold the' English-language papers. to 
be conveyers of falsehoods: How can 
such people be expected to ever become 
true Americans? Public opinion should 
not allow this state of affairs, and as a 
rule public opinion is a fairly good indt- 
cator of the mental health of a com- 
munity. Whoever speaks German or 
reads @ German newspaper today is at 
heart a German, whatever his legal 
status and whatever his profession of 
loyalty may be. 

And one more word of warning: The 
Hun ia By no means yet near the end of, 
his ‘tether. 
songs and the waving of flags is not suf- 
ficient and will not bring down: the - 
beast, the unclean, ugly thing. Wake 
up, America! Possibly millions of Amer- 
icans may yet have to ‘‘ go west’ (to 
use an English battlefield expression) 
pefore this thing is done with. But let 
us make the Hun understand that it 
shall be seen through, though it may take 
@ generation yet to do it. Woe betide 
the earth if Hun ethics and Hun princi- 
ples were to prevail. Happy the man 
or woman who is privileged to lend a 
helping hand in this most momentous 
struggle which will decide the fate of” 
untold generations in every quarter of 
the globé. In the noble words of Prest- 
dent Wilson: ‘‘ To such,a task we can 
dedicate our lives and our fortunes.”’ 
God help America! He will, if every 
American does his duty.

PROF. FRANCKE’S POSITION. 


More Objections to Hie Statement of 
the Issue. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Professor Kuno Francke’s answer in 
Tus Ttmss t6 Hermann Hagedorn’s 
question, ‘Where do you stand?” has 
reached Wisconsin. Professor Francke 
expresses his belief that the entrance 
of the United States into the war ‘‘will 
eventually make for a peace more démo- 
cratic, equitable and permanent than 
would otherwise have been the case.” 
I omit Professor Francke’s chartacter- 
istic reservations. From this it would 
appear that Professor Francke either 
does not hold that America entered 
the war to vindicate her honor or that 
he expects it to be taken for granted 
that hé does, and merely omitted the 
golden opportunity of saying so. 

Professor Francke classes as fanatics 
those ‘‘who make it their business to 
inflame the people § indiscriminately 
against Germany.” In whose. favor, 
pray, would Professor Francke discrim- 
inate? In the Kaiser's? In that of the 
millions. of alertly willing Germgns 
eagerly doing his bidding? ais 

Professor Francke states that he 
recognizes “the German system has 
achieved great things in the training 
of the German people in good citizen- 
ship.” German standards of eitizen- 
ship, not ours! 

It would seem utterly futile ‘to him, 
says Professor Francke, that demo- 
cratization of German public life can 
be brought about by force from without. 
If the German public life is too corrupt 
after its opportunities to accept the 
higher moral standard of democracy 
to which all peoples of the earth aré 
entitled, if then the German people re-| 
ject decency what is to eome from with<"| 
out will be sufficiently salutary. 

Heinrich Heine said of the Prussians: 
“Nature has made them stupid, science 
has made them wicked.” And thus 
spake Goethe: “The Prussians are cruel 
by nature; Civilisation will make them 
ferocious.” Was it not William I, who 
said to Bismarck, “Why talk of the 
Empire? The Empire ts nothing but 
an extended Prussia." Trei 
authority for this, Then what could the 

world, what could @ true American exe 
pect of this Germany? What dées Pro- 
fessor YFrancke expect, ‘democratiza- 
tion from within? Let us net be too 
Perhaps the {dea of democ- 
facy cannot be conceived by Professor 
Francke as inseparable from the Ger-

Be as terrible as Attila’s 
Huns "—then, then was the time for 
every decent German (if one there was) 
te repudiate the Hohenzollern Moloch. 
Did any do so? 

I missed in Professor Francke’s mild 
confiteor an expression of indignation 
at the shame to which Germany has 
exposed those of German birth, whether 
citizens of Germany or now citizens of 
any other 6ountry. But the Chancellor 
von Bethmaesn Hollweg declared in the 
Reichstag, Aug. 4, 1914: “‘Thé wrong— 
I speak opentlythe wrong we ¢-thereby 
commit we will try to make’ good aa 
soon a8 our military aims have been 
attained.’’ Could it be that Professor 
Francke found any hopé in this utter- 
ance? 

I tail to discover in any of Professor 
Francke’s utterances a spirit that dif- 
fers in any sincere respect from that 
conveyed by his earlier and earliest ut- 
terances, ‘‘I thoroughly believe in the 
ideals of American democracy,” says 
Professor Francke. Is he, sure he does? 
If so, how can the belief in those ideals 
permit sympathy for anything German 
that hes, as yet, shown its face toward 
the sun?

License of Concern That Sold Eggs 
to Swift Revoked—Potato Cam- 
paign Makes Good Progress. 


Fifty-seven bdkers, charged with vio- 
lating the Food Administration rule re- 
quiring 20 per cent. of wheat substi- 
tutes, were ordered yesterday to shut 
down for three days néxt week, April 
24, 2 and 26, by the Federal Food 
Board. Hearings were held in all these 
cases, and both Chairman John Mitchell, 
of the Federal Food Board, and Fed- 
eral Food Administrator Arthur Will- 
jams, decided that unless a more strict 
obedience of the substitute rule was dis- 
played in this city some more drastic 
punishment would have to be inflicted 
in the future than a three- day suspen- 
fion of business, 

More than a hundred Italian bakers 
from Manhattan and the Bronx at- 
tended a meeting at the Federal Food 
Board, at which the regulations regard- 
ing substitutes were interpreted to them. 
They all pledged their loyalty to ti.

and poultry. It was the Wood Company 
which sold the consignment of eggs to 
Swift. & Co. last January which caused 
the Federal Food Board to recommend 
a thirty-day suspension against Swift & 
Co. and its brokers, Zinn & Co. he 
Jowa producers demanded an excessive 
price for their goods, and, although 
neither Swift & Co. nor Zinn & Co. made 
more than legitimate profit on the 
transaction, they were found guilty of 
violating the rules of the Food Admin- 
istration for -permitting themselves to 
do business with estern profiteer. 

The Iowa concern will also be required 
to subscribe to the Third Liberty: Loan 
an amount equal to the excessive profits 
derived from the transaction with the 
Swifts, the bonds purchased by the 
subscription to be donated to the Red 
Cross.

GERMAN PLOTS IN FRANCE. 


“Defeatist” Handbills Call on Work- 
ers to Demand Peace. 


Details of the ‘‘ defeatist ’’ campaign. 
carried on by German spies in France, 
referred to in a special cable dispatch 
from Paris printed in Tus New Yorxe 
Times of Feb. 22, are found in recent 
copies of l’Humanité, the leading French 
Socialist newspaper. In publishing two 
ef the /handbills sent out by the 
** pacifist ’’ organization at St. Btienne, 
an important munhition centre near 
Lyons, l'Humanité points out that the 
typographical errors and the mistakes 
in construction indicate they were 
printed in a German establishment. 

The distribution of these pamphlets 
calling upon the French workers to 
rise against their Government and cease 
making munitions was effected but a 
short time before the beginning of the 
German offensive in the west, One of 
the circulars, 
revolutionary uprising would bring 
about a speedy,peace, continued: 

‘* Frenchmen, enough blood! There is 
not a family but that mourns some loss. 
This war must cease. It will last for 
twenty years if we do not put an end to 
it ourselves. We must accept the peace 
offered by Germany two years ago. 
Germany has always said that it will 
restore her old boundaries to Frante.” ° 

The other circular was decorated with 
the French colors and stated that an 
inquiry institutéd by a secret commit- 
tee had shown that 91 of every 100 of 
the inhabitants of all France were in 
favor of the immediate conclusion of 


peace. The rest of the appeal contained 
grave accusations against the French 
Government and Parliament, and con- 


cluded: 
‘‘ Frenchmen, be ready for the day

world: ‘ To the barricades!’ ” 

On April 10 a Paris cablegram told of 
the arrest and imprisonmen of .a couple 
of ‘‘ defeatists,’’ but said that since the 
beginning of the German drive practical- 
ly the entire country had rallied to the 
support of the French Government.

State Will Commission Them In 
Home Defense Ambulance Unit. 


ALBANY, N. Y., April 19.—Women 
are to be allowed to join the military 
forces of ‘the State, becoming com- 
missioned officers and members of 
the Ambulance Corps. of the Home 
Defense Reserve, according to offi- 
cial orders issues today by Adjt. Gen. 
Sherrill. : 

“ Believing that the time has come,” 
the orders stated, ‘‘ to give recognition 
to the women of New York, who have 


been and who are being of great public 
service to the military eStablishment of 
the State, the Governor hereby author- 
izes the formation of a military force 
to be known as the Ambulance Corps of 
the Home Defense Reserve of the State 
of New York, to be composed of patri- 
otic women who volunteer their serv- 
ices for that and such other military 
duty as they may be called upon to 
perform.”’ 

A unit of the Ambulance Corps of the 
Home Defense Reserve, the order con- 
tinued, will consist of women who are 
skilled operators of motor vehicles and 
who volunteer their services and their 
vehicles for military service. Applica- 
tion: for authority to organize such a 
unit should be made to the officer of 
the infantry organization of the New 
York Guard within whose territory the 
unit is to be formed. The Adjutant 
General will pass upon all applications,

qualifications and fitness as operators 
of motor vehicles. An oath of enroll- 
ment would be necessary for applicants 
upon entering the State service. 

The uniform of the women’s organiza- 
tion will be olive drab or khaki material 
of a pattern to bea yereves by the Ad- 
jutant General’s office. Organizations 
now in existence which become a part 
of the Ambulance Corps will be permit- 
ted to retain their present uniform, but 
the collar of the coat or blouse must be 
of green material and a Broad green 
band must be worn around the cap.

EXPLAINS CAMP CALL. 


General McCain Makes It Clear 
What Civilians Are Eligible. 


_ Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Major Gen- 
eral McCain, the Adjutant General of 
the Army, today issued a statement to 
correct the misunderstanding that ap- 
pears to exist as to who are eligible/ 
for admission to the fdurth series of 
officers’ training camps to be opened 
on May 15. The statement deals en- 
tirely with the extent to which civilians 
are to be admitted to the camps. 

It says in part: 

“The onty civilians ¢ligible for ad- 
mission to these schools are those 
who have received military instruction 
at recognized educational institutions 
where officers of the army were de- 
tailed. No applications will be oon- 
sidered from any civilian unless he ts 
so qualified. 

‘*Tnree classes of citizens will be 
selected to attend these schools: 

“‘ Graduates of the course- prescribed 
for the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps. 

‘**Members of the advanced course, 


Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, who 
have completed one year’s course of 
same, and also have cempleted not less 
than hours of military instruction 
and training. since Jan. 1, ‘ 
‘Graduates other than those speci- 
fied above who are between rs = 
of 20 years 9 months and 82 
and who have had at least one viet at 
military instruction at an educational 
institution under the supervision of an 


officer, of the army while attending,

CINCINNATI, April 19.—Advertising, 
particularly in foreign fields, was one 
of the topics discussed today at the Na- 
tional Foreign Trades Council, which is 
holding its fifth annual convention here.

exporters of this country have overlooked 
the concrete thing in international trade 
in which the United States excels, name- 
.ly, advertising, 

‘* Advertising has done as much te 
build up Latin-American trade for our 
manufacturers,’ said Mr, Green, ‘‘ as 
any other medium of selling. There are 
today hundreds of manufacturers in this 
country who sell abroad in large vol- 
ume, none of whom ever had a salesman 
travel south of Key West, and there are 
hundreds more who have scores of sales- 
men overseas who made their first step 
in exporting by an advertising” tryout 
and who use their advertising now as a 
support to their selling staff.” 

**Commercial Problems of the Pacif- 
ic’ was the subject of an address by 
J. K, Armsby of San. Francisco. “ It 
would appear that in order not only to 
increase foreign commerce of the great 
section of the United Stateg west of the 


Rocky Mountains,” said Mr. Armsby,- 


“but to maintain that which we al- 
ready enjoy, an adequate American 
merchant marine, operating under laws 
and regulations no meré onerous than 
those of our foregin competitors, is not 
only an absolute necessity, but is of the 
first importance. It is true our nation 
is now feverishly building merchant 
vessels, and when: peace finally comes 
we may hope for a large, if not an 
ample, merchant fleet. But of what 
value are vessela alone if they cannot be 
operated in competition with those of 
nations. with which our. manufacturers 
must compete in selling their goods 
abroad?” 
Predicts Defeat of U-Boats. 

M. E. Carr of Cleveland discussed the 
shipping situation, and said that ‘‘ the 
submarine can and will he defeated.” 
He added that “‘a large amount of new 
American tonnage will soon be available 
and production will rapidly increase in 
volume until an ocean-carrying capacity 
ig provided which will be fully ample to 
meet war and commercial require- 
ments.”’

An 
wdvance in fair Formosa was the only 
change in the tea list, this change con- 
trasting with a drop in No. 7 Rio coffee. 
In the spice list Zanzibar cloves: were 
ower, but advances were shown by 
nutmegs and by both black and white 
Singapore peppers. 

Actual and prospective buying for war 

urposes appeared to have had a stimu- 

ating effect on hide prices, though no 
quotable changes were shown in the 
leather market. Out of the ten items in 
the hide list, branded cows and ‘No. 1 
country steers were the only ones that 
did not advance. -Nor did they decline. 
The metals changes consisted of a rise 
in tin and a drop in spelter. 

Not a single advance was registered 
in the grains list this week, but declines 
occurred in corn, malt, oats, malting 
barley, and long rye straw. In the com- 
bined lists for drugs, chemicals, dye- 
stuffs, and oils, thirteen of the nineteen 
revisions were upward. A further rise 
in chicle and a slight drop in opium, 
both in jobbing lots, were among the 
few features. The miscellaneous changes 
included a decline'in common Hudson 
River brick, and advances in raw silk, 
tallow, and news roll paper. In the 
naval " stores, kiln-burned tar declined 
atill further, and turpentine continued 
fis rise. 

Both the cotton goods and the burlap 
markets again showed advances this 
‘week, the latter because of good trading 
and the former in spite of the lack of it. 
It appears, however, in view of the per- 
sistent decline in cotton and the appear- 
ance in Congress of a price-fixing bill, 
that ‘‘ top’’ has been reached in cotton 
goods for some time to come.
